P o r t l a n d (Or.), July 8th.—The N. Boyn 
ton arrived yesterday from Hongkong with 
330 Chinese on board. On June 15th a riot 
took place at sea among the coolies. Ray­ 
mond H. Voseof New York, a cabin passen­ 
ger on the ship, states that it is difficult to 
learn the exact cause of the riot. From all 
he could learn, however, the trouble grew out 
of the fact that fifteen Chinamen engaged 
as cooks and steward for the coolies, favored 
one gang more than another. 
The 
parties were about equally divided, and were 
armed with cordwood, sticks, capstan bars and 
belaying pins, with which they fought des­ 
perately up aud down the ship, some receiving 
terrible wounds about the head and body. 
Fearing for the safety of the ship and 
finding pistol threats of no avail. Captain 
Nason, assisted by Mr. Vose and the crew, 
began throwing carbolic acid among the in­ 
furiated Chinese. 
This peculiar method 
soon brought 
them to their senses. 
Captain Nason justifies this course from the 
fact that it was impossible to quiet the ter­ 
rible riot in mid-ocean and save the ship aud 
the lives of himself and crew in any other 
way. 
Had he killed the riogieaders the 
Chinese would have been enraged beyond 
all hope 
of control. 
The marks of 
the severity of 
the struggle between 
the 
two 
gangs, 
one 
hundred and 
fifty on each side, are plainly visible 
all over the ship, as are the marks made by 
the carbolic acid. The Custom-house officers 
say these coolies are of a lower grade thau 
any that have ever arrived here, nearly all 
populous with vermin, and filthy beyond de­ 
scription, aud supposed to Lave come from 
tbe thieves’ quarters of HongkoDg.

Practical Industrial Education—Advance­ 
ment in Agricultural Knowledge— 
Plums and Pears. 


The great defect in our common school 
education is th at it is too much theoretical, 
and has too little of the practical in it. 
The 
practical education of nearly all classes in 
our country commences when they leave the 
schools and enter into business. 
W hatever 
th at business may be it opens up to the 
school-graduate a new and unanticipated field 
for practical education. 
From fifteen to 
twenty years has been Epent in the school­ 
room learning and forgetting theories in 
grammar, mathematics, philosophy, rhetoric, 
etc. ; 
and 
hardly 
an 
hour 
of 
that 
time 
has 
been 
devoted 
to 
the 
ap­ 
plication 
of 
the 
knowledge 
obtained 
to the practical business likely to be followed 
by the student in after life. 
If any of the 
learned professions are to be taken up by the 
school graduate, what ground-work has been 
laid for these professions in the fifteen or 
twenty years spent in the school-room ? Do 
the Bchool-books used lead to anything prac­ 
tical or valuable to the student of law or 
medicine? Are the fundamental principles 
of government—of the relations of the gov­ 
ernment to the governed or the governing ; 
of man to man under the governm ent; of the 
rights of man and his relations to property, 
or any of these practical questions that are to 
engage the time and become the business of 
the future lawyer—taught or practically ex­ 
emplified in our common schojls ? Does the 
future physician learn anything of the physi­ 
ology of man or the lower animals, of the laws 
of health or the causes of disease, in his whole 
echool life? W hat practical lessons in me­ 
chanics, in the application of the rules that 
govern the physical world, does the future 
mechanic who is to build our houses, our 
steamboats, our railroads and steam engines, 
our suspension bridges, and our agricultural 
and economical machinery, generally receive 
in the common schools of our country as now 
conducted ? Does the farmer who is to feed 
the world by his skill in the cultivation of 
the soil and in his application of the rules of 
production and reproduction of the articles 
adapted for the food of man and beast re­ 
ceive any lessons cf praciical value to him 
in having one fourth of his life spent in the 
schoolroom ? Of what practical value is the 
education of our girls in the common schools, 
as now conducted, to the future women of 
our country in whatever capacity they may 
be called upon to perform the duties of 
women ? 
W hat do they learn in the schools 
that will be of practical use to them as wives 
or mothers, in the kitchen or drawing-room, 
on the farm or in the city ? Their school ex­ 
perience covering at leest one-fourth of their 
lives—from childhood to womanhood—does 
not give them even an idea of what their 
future lives may require of them. 
Tneir 
school life is ideal, their after life is often 
painfully practical. 
W e dream away our 
early lives in the schoolrooms, and spend the 
balance of our days in regrets th at the 
dreams of our school day3 do not come to piss. 
All play and no work spoils the child, and all 
work and no play ruins the man and woman. 
Our system of education is such as to con­ 
vince the youth th at when tiiey leave the 
schools they know everything, while practi­ 
cal life afterwards brings the man and woman 
to realize that until they had lert school and 
began life and experience in earnest they 
knew nothing. 
The difficulty arises in the 
separation of theory and practice, in disjoin­ 
ing the ideal and the real in life. 
The de­ 
fects of our education are attributable more 
to the defects of the system than to the short- 
comiags of our teachers; but our teachers 
are but the exemplification of the defects of 
the system. 
If the teachers are not qualified 
to im part a mora perfect and practical edu­ 
cation to their students it is because the sys­ 
tem in which they themselves have been 
taught has not qualified them for the higher 
standard of teaching. Our teachers generally 
have too much education and too little learn­ 
ing, and this same defect is handed down to 
their students, and is inherited from genera­ 
tion to generation. 
I t is true the world has 
made 
great 
advancement in knowledge 
within the last century, but to what is 
this advancement mostly traceable, to the im­ 
provement in the methods of teaching in our 
schoole, or to the more practical turn life has 
taken after the school days are ended ? We 
do not close onr eyes to the greatimprovements 
in the schools within this period, but the means 
of correct, practical education have appar­ 
ently more than kept pace with the methods 
of teaching—the plans of teaching have out­ 
run the teachers ; but we do not claim that 
the world of practical people, after entering 
upon the avocations and callings of life, have 
advanced much more rapidly than the schools, 
and the schools are to-day the conservative 
part of the available means of learning open 
to the people. 
A few years ago the standard 
Echool books were about the only source of 
obtaining ?ci ntific knowledge, and there were 
no recognized channels, except the established 
Bchools, through whi h a knowledge of the 
general arts and scienoes could be obta-ned. 
If one had failed in the schools he was ac­ 
counted a faiiure through life. 
Of late 
years things have greatly 
changed 
in 
this respect. 
There is now no deportment 
of practical art or science th at has not its pub­ 
lic educators in the form of a journal or jour­ 
nals devoted to th at partic liar art or science. 
These journals are not mere teachers of theo­ 
ries, but live, practical teachers each in the 
particular line of knowledge to which it is de­ 
voted. They keep up with the most advanced 
improvements and di-coveries, and make a 
record of the practical application of princi­ 
ples to practice in every department of knowl­ 
edge and life. 
Thus we have general scien­ 
tific journals that embrace the whole field of 
advanced knowledge and discuss and exem­ 
plify the arts and sciences generally for the 
general student and reader. A nd then we 
have journals devoted to special branches of 
arts and sciences and knowledge—as engineer­ 
ing, milling, iron and steel manufacturing, 
manufacturing of the textiles, as wool, cot­ 
ton, hemp and flax ; lumber manufacturing, 
and last and most important, agriculture iu 
all its specialties and branches. 
These jour­ 
nals are now in every im portant locality in the 
country, and taken all in all embrace a great 
educational system available to all classes. 
Their sphere is that of practical educatore 
of the masses, and while they are performing 
a great good and filling a great space much 
needed to be filled, their practical utility is 
somewhat limited from the fact of the im­ 
perfect educational system pursued in our 
common schools. 
An effort has been made 
by the national Legislature to bridge over or 
supply the wanting link in practical educa­ 
tion, by the e-tablishment of mechanic art 
and agricultural colleges in every State in 
the union. 
These colleges have up to the 
present time not met public expectation, and 
have not become as popular or .as useful as 
was anticipated by those most active in their 
organization. 
The failure is probably attri­ 
butable principally to two causes. 
The im­ 
possibility to find teachers who can suffi­ 
ciently divest themselves of the evils of the 
old system to which they owe their own 
education, and the fa:lure from the same 
cause to comprehend the proposed plan by 
those to whom their management generally 
has been intrusted. 


A gricultural im provem ent. 
The era of general agricultural improve­ 
m ent and advancement in tbis country, and 
indeed in the world, dates from the era of 
the establishment of agricultural journals 
and agricultural associations. 
From the 
downfall of Home to the feudal system 
throughout Europe, the cultivators of the 
soil were serfs and slaves, and agriculture 
itself was regarded as a menial occupation. 
The organization of agricultural associations 
by such men as Sir .John Sinclair, Sir H um ­ 
phrey I)avy and A rthur Young, and the 
countenance given them in this country by 
such men as W ashington, Hamilton and Jef­ 
ferson, marked an era in agriculture from 
which we can trace the great improvements 
in the art itself and in the social and general 
standing of those engaged in the calling. 
Following the establishment of agricultural 
societies then came the era of the preparation 
and publication of agricultural books, in 
which practical and scientific questions relat­ 
ing to agricultural practices were discussed in 
an able maoner. 
Agriculture, indeed, opened 
up a new field for scientific minda to explore, 
aud the learned of England, France and Ger­ 
many vied with each ntherin investigating and 
elucidating its scientific and practical ques­ 
tions, But agricultural improvement received 


its greatest help when the establishment and 
maintenance of an agricultural press became 
passible. 
The prejudices against book knowl­ 
edge in agriculture had been very general 
aud very strong, and the idea of learning 
anything about farming from a man tfiat had 
sufficient education to write for a book or 
paper was regarded as impossible. 
The eon 
knew 
and would 
acknowledge no other 
teacher than the father, and he that would 
attempt anything out of the old beaten path 
that had been fallowed so long that the mem­ 
ory of man runneth not to the contrary, was 
regarded as a wild man or fanatic. 
By de­ 
grees these prejudices have given way be­ 
fore a more enligbteued public sentiment. 
A 
few quarterly and monthly journals devoted 
in part to agricultural subjects were first able 
to make a poor living, and as time rolled on 
a few weeklies were published with a column 
or two upon agricultural subjects. 
We be­ 
lieve the New York Tribune was the first 
daily paper in the world to devote a portion 
of its space to the occupation of the farmer. 
On this coast the Daily Record, under the 
Bame management that now controls the 
K ecokd-U n io s , established an agricultural 
department in April, 1873, and has Bince 
maintained it. 
So strong has the public de­ 
mand for information on agricultural Bnbjects 
become since that time, that now the proprie­ 
tors 
of 
nearly 
every daily journal of 
general 
circulation 
in 
the 
State 
has 
followed 
the 
lead 
of 
this 
journal, 
to the extent of giving in their weeklies 
more or less space to agricultural subjects. 
The local weeklies also generally give some 
space to the same subjects. 
These facts are 
amoDg the strongest evidences of agricultural 
improvement, and are to the credit^ of the 
farmers of our State particularly. 
No other 
State iu the Union demands and sustains so 
much agricultural literature, and no other 
State has a mure enterprising aud intelligent 
class of farmers. 
Indeed, there is no branch 
of agriculture in which our people engage 
that we do not excel. 
In wheat culture, in 
fruit culture of all kinds, in small and large 
fruits, in the hardy atd tha semi-tropical, we 
excel all other States ; and in grapes, raisin 
and wine-making we are gaining advances 
over every other country. 
In the stock de­ 
partments, whether in producing 
horses, 
horned cattle, sheep or swine, we are taking 
an advanced position among the most suc­ 
cessful States and countries. 
ThuB we have 
reversed the old rule that ignorance of agri­ 
cultural literature i- an evidence of agricult­ 
ural skill aud knowledge, and we have estab­ 
lished in its stead the reverse of this rule, to 
w it: That a community of farmers that read 
the most on the subjects of their calling suc­ 
ceed the best 


The Plum and the Pear. 
The principal fruits shipped to the E ast so 
far this year are the plum and the pear. 
In 
both of these we excel, and ¡u both the E ast­ 
ern States fail. 
Both are good shippers and 
pay well to ship green. 
This is a good year 
to ship fruit East, from the fact that our frujt 
is early and frnit E ast is late. 
Onr fruit 
ripens this year about two weeks earlier than 
last year, and Eastern fruit is ripening about 
two weeks later than last year. 
This gives 
us the advantage of about four weeks in their 
market. 
This fact is no small m atter to our 
fruit growers and shippers, and will tell in the 
general summing up of the profits of fruit 
culture this year.

THS 
METHODIST 
ECUMENICAL 
CON­ 
FERENCE. 


Considerable interest 
is already felt 
among M ethodists in regard to the E cu­ 
menical Conference which will begin its 
sessions in London on Septem ber 7 th. Dele­ 
gates are expected to be present from all 
parts of the world. 
Among th e laymen 
who, it is reported, will attend the Con­ 
ference from the U nited States are General 
Clinton B. Fisk, of New Y ork, and Oliver 
H oyt, of Connecticut. 
The Conference is 
lim ited to 400 memliers, and, as this is the 
first general council of the Church, which 
nnmbera betw een 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 
communicants, its deliberations will doubt­ 
less be eagerly followed. 
The Conference 
will have no ecclesiastical authority, so 
th a t its conclusions will not he binding 
upon any particular M ethodist organiza­ 
tion. 
The topics to ho discussed are 
“ M ethodism, Its H istory and R esults;" 
“ F v ng lical A genchs of M ethodism ;” 
“ M ethodism aud 
the Y oung;” 
“ The 
Lord’a Day and T c m p e r a u c e “ Possible 
Perils 
of 
M ethodism ;" 
"E d u c a tio n ;” 
“ The Use of the Press for the A dvance­ 
m ent of C h ristian ity ;” “ Home and F or­ 
eign M issions,” and “ Christian U n ity .” 
The regulations for the governm ent of the 
Conference in effect suggest a plan for 
organizing into one confederated body the 
different branches of the M ethodist Church 
throughout th e world. 
Bishop Simpson 
will preach the opening sermon. 
The idea 
of such a gathering of representatives of 
M ethodism in its different forms is due to 
the Rev. Dr. A. C. George, who was a 
m ember of the General Conference held in 
1876 from the C entral New Y ork Confer­ 
ence, and who ia now pastor of the Cen­ 
tenary C hurch of Chicago. 
U nder resolu­ 
tions which were passed correspondence 
has been going on betw een a comm ittee, of 
which Bishop Simpson was chairm an and 
Dr. George secretary, and different bodies 
of M ethodists in this country and in 
Europe, and a year ago th e proposition 
took definite shape, when it wras decided to 
hold the Conference in London in the fall 
af 1881. 
The project was everyw here fa- 
rorably received.

this hope and expectation of revival he wrote 
the woik under notice. 
He say3 : 
It has been my design, therefore, to furnish to 
the legal profession a treatise which should deal 
with the equity jurisdiction and jurisprudence as 
they now are throughout the U Ilit ‘d states; with 
their statutory modifications and limitations, and 
under their different types and foims in various 
group3 of States, and thus to prepare a work which 
would be useful to the bench and bar in all parts of 
our country. 
During its composition I have con­ 
stantly had before me a high ideal. The difficulty 
in carrying out this conception has oeen very great; 
the labor which it has required has been t-n rmous. 
That I may have fallen short of th¡B idea! in all Us 
completeness and perfection I am only too con­ 
scious ; its full realization was perhai s impossible. 
If the book shall be of any help to the Courts and 
the proles-ion is administering equitable doctrines 
and -ules ; if it shall be of any assistance to students 
in disclosing the grand principles of equity ; if it 
shall to any ettent maintain the equitable jurispru­ 
dence in its true position as a constituent part of 
the municipal law, theo the time and labor spent in 
its composition will be amply repaid.' 
The work is rich in notes and citation?. 
It 
embraces 631 pages, aud is a volume in ap­ 
pearance and workmanship greatly to the 
credit of the publishers.

High Art In Drets—A Visit to the Cottage 
of the Decorative Art Associa 
tion—Notes. 


Sam F ra ncisco, July 6, 1SS1. 
W hen a workman comes into your par­ 
lor and expends two hours of thought and 
labor upon the arrangement of the hang­ 
ings about a couple of 
moderate-sized 
windows, you naturally conclude 
that 
drapery is an art of some importance. 
Where every negligent fold wears a know­ 
ing air, every gather a prominent careless­ 
ness, and every fall and loop a studied 
grace, the observer feels guiltily that 
really tho subject is one she should be in­ 
formed upon. 
Then the mere carpet- 
layer talks so knowingly of blendings, of 
lights and shadows, of the new and the 
old, that here again the poor mortal who 
thought she had done her whole duty to 
man by bakings, and washings, and sew- 
ingB, is confused and bewildered. 
The 
paper-hanger is the worst of all, with his 
dados, his friezes, his old reds, his dull 
golds, and 
THE NICE w a y 
He has of crushing an ignoramus quite. 
The very dry-goods man who sells calico 
at §1 the twelve yards talks art so glibly 
across the counter that he persuades the 
same little woman into buyiD g, and all the 
art washes out of the calico in the first 
suds. 
Captain Juliet Corson and the regi­ 
ment of professors in cooking who have 
sprung into publicity and print during this 
reign destroy all pride one may have had 
in kitchen achievements, and this is the 
“ most unkindest cut of all,” for it sets at 
naught the experiences of the long ap­ 
prenticeship to recipes and ovens and pots 
and pans. 
These are, indeed, trying times 
to the soul of the woman who would be 
up with them. 
The only thing to do, my 
sister, is to go mad on art and be like the 
rest of folks. 
Half of them don’t know 
what they are admiring and talking of, 
and they’ll never find you out if you do the 
same. 
A woman passed me on the street 
to day in a gray dress and parasol to match.

counters seemed just to be there as the 
fans, and the queer-jointed Btorks and 
banners were there. 
Nobody asked me 
to buy anything, and it didn’t seem to be 
expected ; yet I was beguiled in spite of 
myself, and the sweet violets looked palely 
upon me in utter indifference as to the 
much or little I might spend. 
“ Is this 
high art, indeed?” I asked of my New 
York companion. 
“ Somewhat, but not 
altogether,” she answered vaguely. 
By an 
inspiration I remembered and suggested the 
little cottage which is the direct outcome 
of the Art Loan Exhibition. 
W e found it 
at 631 Sutter street, a modest sign across 
its front reading “ Society of Decorative 
Art.” 
It was newly painted in white with 
a small garden cut into beds. 
The bell 
was answered by a lady who has charge of 
the rooms, receives visitors, makes sales, 
takes orders and stores all articles which 
await examination or have been rejected by 
the committee. 
A secret committee of 
ladies meets every W ednesday morning 
and passes judgment 
upon 
submitted 
articles. 
The name and address accom­ 
panies all work, but is known to but one 
member of the committee, the rest refer­ 


ring to it by number for obvious reasons. 
Payment for articles sold is made on the 
l3t and 15th of each m onth. 
The .con­ 
tributor sets her own price, say {20, and 
the article when placed on exhibition is 
m arked $22 th a t the society may receive 
ten 
per 
ceDt. 
and 
the 
contributor 
still have 
her $20. 
The society 
is a 
society of decorative art, therefore doeB 
not receive draw ings 
and 
sketches in 
crayon, pen-and-ink, oil and w ater colors, 
except as they are used in the decoration 
of som ething useful or ornam ental. 
Also, 
it does not accept wax, feather or leather 
work, skeletonized leaves, k nitting, cro­ 
cheting, underclothing and plain sewing ; 
nor pottery, porcelain and tiles when 
painted in oils and varnished. 
The latter 
m ust be ornam ented iu m ineral colors aud 
burned. They especially desire these when 
so painted, asking beside for placques, em ­ 
broideries, hangings, curtains, lam urequins, 
decorated table and other house linen, 
panels, painting on silk for screens, pauels, 
fans, etc ; decorated m enu;, dinner cards 
and note paper, as well as other articles 
which may be applied in any way to decora­ 
tion. 
THE FRONT ROOM 
Is p retty well filled w ith an exhibit of such 
a line of work, th e price plainly pu t oa 
each. 
The finer articles are k ept under 
glass, and are liable to no injury until their 
sale, or, after a suitable interval, th eir re­ 
turn. 
There were some exquisite speci­ 
mens of silk em broidery, one of m argue­ 
rites for a pincushion, the other of rose- 
pink flowers for a sachet cushion, both 
done on pale blue Bilk, besides some fine 
em broidery to be m ounted as screens. 
I 
did not find one decorated fan, bu t the a r­ 
ticles are being constantly selected from 
and perhaps the supply falls short of the 
demand. Some point lace, in three pieces for 
neck aud sleeves, was m arked $55 ; a beau­ 
tifully decorated bracket, $12 ; specimens 
of desert plates, each a different painting, 
$20 per set of one dozen, etc. 
So you may 
see how the prices run. 
The little cottage 
is well w crth a visit from strangers who 
wish to see places of interest in the city, 
and visitors are made very welcome, w hether 
th ey come to purchase or no. 
Should any

A correspondent in the Yosem ite Valley 
w riting to the R ec o r d-U nion' under date 
of Ju n e 29th, says : 
This being a day of leisure, I visited the 
three hotels in th e valley, and after search­ 
ing the registers thereof, find th a t 1,561 
regular visitors either by stage or private 
team s have arrived this 
season. 
The 
visitors np to date will compare in num ­ 
bers favorably w ith tbe best year, which 
was in 1875. 
Since th a t tim e the travel 
has gradually fallen off every year until 
the present one. 
U nder the present man­ 
agem ent of the valley, 
and the S tate’s 
liberal appropriation, the travel will un­ 
doubtedly increase from year to year. The 
work of the present Commissioners is a l­ 
ready very perceptible to any one riding 
over the roads here, and the sounds and 
echoes of the giant cartridges as the rocks 
are torn asunder which now obstruct the 
roads, are listened to w ith wouder as the 
reverberation is continued from wall to 
wall of 
this 
m arvelous valley. 
Y our 
inform ant 
also 
visited 
the 
cam p­ 
ing 
grounds 
np the valley, 
where 
a 
great register is kept by M r. H arris. 
Three hundred names are recorded thereon 
for th is season. 
I t is safe to say th at there 
have been 500 cam pers hercthisseason thus 
far, aB m any camp at other places and are 
not registered, which, added to the stage 
passengers, would m ake 2 000 visitors up to 
date. 
Rev. J. K. McLean of Oakland and 
party of sixteen are cam ped on the bank3 
of th e M erced, and their nine tents a rtist­ 
ically arranged, present quite a villagc- 
like appearance. 
The w eather has turned 
from a long cool epring, to w hat we all call 
warm, th e therm om eter ranging up to 
90“; bu t the visitors from the lower valleys 
th in k the w eather delightful. 
Among the 
distinguished guests to the valley this sea­ 
son are found recorded the Duke of Suther­ 
land, D uke of A thol, Count Y itzhum , 
Count H ohenthal and Baron W aiterhausen 
of Germ any, General K ilburn of Presidio, 
Hall M cA llisterand family of San Francisco, 
L. B. Mizner, J r . , of Benicia, W. T. W allace, 
J r., It P orter Ashe, S. P. Smiley, M. S. W il­ 
son, H. S. Crocker and family, and others. 
The principal attraction here now, outside 
of the late rise in the w aterfalls caused by 
th e m elting of tho snow, is the comet, 
which presents a fine appearance from G la­ 
cier Point, its position being directly over 
the Yosem ite Falls. 
The usual pastimes 
will be indulged in here on the F ourth of 
Ju ly —horse-racing, and a dance in the 
evening. The clim ate and made soil of this 
valley recommend them selves to all who 
wish to speed th eir horses ; the ground be­ 
ing of a spongy nature, makes it easy on 
horses’ feet. 
The S tate Engineer is busy 
looking after the best interest of the val­ 
ley, and his report will be anxiously looked 
for. 
This is the proper tim e to while away 
a m onth of quietude and leisure in the fin­ 
est clim ate to be found anyw here, and the 
daily arrivals of camping parties show 
th at they fully appreciate th at fact.

falls are high, the grass is good, fishing 
splendid ; and to all the State says come.

RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


Mrs. Sybil Tickuor, of Cornwall, Con., 
who is in her one hundredth year, is said 
to be the oldest M ethodist now living. 
She joined the Methodist Church in Derby, 
Conn., when she was 15 years old. 
There are 74,781 M ethodists ia Iowa, an 
increase of nearly 15,000 in the last ten 
years. In that time the number of churches 
has increased from 484 to S13. 
Of these 
49 are engaged in OermaD, eight in Nor­ 
wegian and nine in Swedish work. 
A t a meeting of the Domestic and For­ 
eign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America in Rochester, 
recently, it was stated that there were 
150.000 Indians within the Arctic circle, 
10.000 of whom are Christians. 
An interchange of communications has 
taken place between the Vatican and the 
French Government 
touching the two 
vacant Cardinalatt s in France. 
The candi­ 
dates proposed by the Government are 


Mgr. Lavigerie, Archbishop of Algiers, who 
has been already proposed several times, 
and whose nom iuation does not meet with 
any opposition, aud th at of the Archbishop 
of Rheim s, Mgr. Lvngenieut, w ith regard 
to whose Bomm ition certain differences 
have arisen which will probably be soon 
settled.

EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 
The Rev. Dr. Cummings will not take 
the offered Presidency of Northwestern 
University. 
A large class has just been graduated 
from the Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, It included two young women 
who had successfully completed the four 
years’ coarse. 
The visionary project of a great German 
University in Milwaukee is one which all 
Americans must smile at. This is not a 
barbarous region, needing a nucleus of for­ 
eign culture. 
An unpleasing comment on the energy 
of the modern student is a fact stated in 
regard to the Columbia School of Mines— 
that the statistics of the school show that 
not more than S3 per cent, of the students 
graduate with the class they enter. 
M. Gambetta is a firm believer in the 
eligibility of woman as teacher. 
He de­ 
clares himself convinced that in the edu­ 
cational work of the future the women of 
France will honorably bear their share as 
the legislation of the country enables them 
to assert their competency and authority. 
The Rev. A. D. Mayo, who has lately 
traveled through the South, takes a cheer­ 
ful view of education in that region. He 
declares that there is an increasing enthu­ 
siasm on the subject and that the chief need 
at present is of more discussion. Good 
country schools are especially wanted—the 
cities are comparatively well supplied. 
Hamilton College is to receive the $30,­ 
000 which the late Hon. Janies Knox left 
to an agricultural college in Illinois on con­ 
dition that it should raise a certain sum 
itself. The condition was not complied 
with, and, in accordance with Mr. Knox's 
will, Hamilton gets the money. 
Com­ 
mencement exercises at Hamilton begin 
Saturday, J nne 33th. 
A new college for technical education 
has recently been established in London, 
and Prince Leopold has laid the foundation 
stone of a building which is to cost about 
$125,000. In a little speech the Prince 
said : “ The old apprenticeship system, 
whatever its merits may be, and whatever 
good work it may have done in the past, is 
not equal to the exigencies of the present 
age, and we are beginning to realize that a 
thorough and liberal system of technical ed­ 
ucation most be placed within the reach of 
the British artisan, in order to enable him 
to hold his own against foreign competi­ 
tion.” 
The Society to Encourage Study at 
Home now has pupils in thirty-seven 
States, three provinces of Canada and one 
in Bermuda. It íb conducting work in 
English literature, the fine arts, the sci­ 
ences, in music, mathematics, French and 
German, and it is constantly widening its 
sphere. Of the whole number of pupils 76 
per cent, have persevered in their work. 
The lending library now includes 1,055 
volumes. The teaching grows more special­ 
ized and objective every year. The society 
is full of force, and there are no end of vol­ 
unteers for the work. Among the students 
is a mother of four children, from two to 
twelve years of age, who takes care of the 
milk from twenty-two cows, and lives at 
the West.

PARIS LETTER. 


THE SCKUTIN DE LISTE AND ITS 
PARTISANS. 


Soms Account of the Political Feeling—An 
Anniversary Celebration—The 
Awards at the Salon.

P a ris , June 13, 1881. 
The partisans of the scrutin de liste re­ 
joiced too early over their success. They 
counted without the Senate. Although 
this manner of electing Deputies does not 
concern tbe Senate, and opposition from 
that quarter was not to be expected, it was 
not long until rumors were afloat that cer­ 
tain members, and those Republicans, 
would vote against it. The enemies of the 
Republic to be found in the Senate would 
of course vote against the measure, if only 
for the purpose of producing a conflict be­ 
tween the two Chambers ; for although 
they have despaired of dragging the god­ 
dess from her pedestal, they do not neglect 
poking pins into her whenever they get a 
chance. It sufficed for Gambetta to be in 
favor of the scrutin de liste, and make a 
speech which decided its success before 
the Chamber of Deputies, for his personal 
enemies in the Senate, at the head of 
whom is JuleB Simon, to vote for 
the scrutin if arrond Use ment. Although 
the most radical of tbe French journals 
have not dared insinuate the fact, it is 
generally understood and particularly 
well known that the President of the Re­ 
public has used all his influence, personal 
and otherwise, to have the bill defeated. 
Mr. Grevy is a most excellent President, 
and certainly a good Republican; yet he 
has the weakness to be jealous of Mr. 
Gambetta’s popularity, and fearing that 
the scrutin de lists would succeed in render­ 
ing this same popularity 
PAINFULLY PUBLIC, 
And in proportion diminish his own im­ 
portance, he preferred to stand by the 
scrutin d'arromlissement. There are a suffi­ 
cient number of pessimists in the Senate, 
who become frightened at the slightest 
movement in any direction, to defeat all 
measures voted by the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties, in the belief that ahead are deep 
chasms ready to swallow them should a 
step be taken forward, and that safety 
lies only behind them, whither they would 
draw tbe Government and the entire 
country. To these persons Gambetta is 
a great bugbear, for in the first place 
they have a horror of men of action, and 
then, judging him by themselves, they 
imagine he must ever keep in his mind’s 
eye a king’s crown or imperial robes. Just 
because Gambetta was in favor of scrutin 
dr liste they could perceive his intention of 
pronouncing himself dictator at no late 
day, and the proposed method of election 
was to materially aid him in his designs. 
When reflecting seriously the supposition 
seems a ridiculous one, yet the French 
people cannot forget how often they have 
been deceived by adventurers who aimed 
at power, and their limited intelligence 
prevents their comprehending the differ­ 
ence which exists between Gambetta and 
past pretenders to the throne. It is not 
certainly at the present day, when the 
Emperors and Kings throughout the world 
are trembling on their 
TOTTERING THRONES, 
That intelligent men may envy their state, 
and Gambetta is well aware that no crown 
could add to his laurels ; besides, the Re­ 
public may be said to be almost his work, 
for no one did more for its establishment 
and consolidation, and what could be more 
rash than to demolish that which he has 
erected by aid of his energies and talent. 
Mr. Waddington, a former Minister, was 
made reporter of the Commission when tbe 
bill was placed before the Senate, and 
when it became known that he was an en­ 
emy of the scrutin ilr lists and that the ma­ 
jority of the members of the Commission 
were unfavorable to it, great excitement 
prevailed throughout the political world. 
The defenders of the scrutin de liste, 
who had laid aside their weapons and 
were enjoying the frnits of their supposed 
victory, again grasped them with renewed 
energy to battle this unexpected enemy. 
There was ever} thing to be done over 
again, and more than before, although 
they had exerted themselves to their ut­ 
most, and they did not spare warnings, 
prayers and threats to bring the Senate to 
reason. They exposed to them the bad 
policy of creating a conflict between the 
two houses, the disastrous results which 
were likely to follow, and although the 
Senators were jealously afraid of the 
Chamber of Deputies becoming too im­ 
portant through the proposed mode of 
election, and they would no longer be con­ 
sidered la chambre haute, they endeav­ 
ored to open the eyes of the Senators to 
the fact that they were risking their exist­ 
ence, for the country, on perceiving this 
body constantly hindering their delegates 
in all their actions, and even those things 
which concerned them not, would easily 
come to the conclusion that the Senate was 
a useless institution which it would be 
better to do without, and the approaching 
elections would be made in view of sup­ 
pressing this body, which no sincere and 
intelligent Republican desires. 
EXCITEMENT RAN HIGH, 
And ail looked forward with interest and 
impatience for Thursday to arrive, when 
the question was to be discussed before the 
Senate. The speeches were not numerous 
or long, and in fact exerted but little influ­ 
ence on the House, for all minds had been 
sufficiently worked upon and decisions ar­ 
rived at before the seance. Tbe bill was 
defeated by a large majority, which re­ 
sult has not tended to calm the public 
mind. The Bourse has become a little 
demoralized and the entire political world 
is in a ferment. When the bill was pre­ 
sented before the Chamber of Deputies the 
Ministers and their secretaries decided to 
remain neutral on the question and refrain 
from voting, but when the bill was placed 
before the Senate it was considered their 
duty to interfere and make it a govern­ 
mental question, so as to avoid a conflict 
between the two Chambers. No one can 
exactly tell where this will all lead to, but 
the atmosphere seems filled with threaten­ 
ing clouds, and in all probability the pres­ 
ent Ministry will fall—indeed, may have 
been cast down by the Deputies at the very 
moment I write—and then there will be 
the dissolution of the Chambers, and the 
elections may take place the following 
month ; there may ensue a state of anarchy 
such that the President of the Republic 
will be obliged to resign, and that order 
and security may again be established 
Gambetta will be offered the dictatorship, 
or rather it will be forced upon him by 
those who mo3t loudly accused him of 
aiming at it. Such are the possibilities, 
but it is to be hoped some fortunate event 
will occur which may restore calm and 
Becnrity. 
On Tuesday last 275 years ago French 
comedy and tragedy were born in the one 
person of 
rlER R E CORNEILLE, 
And on that evening the Theater Francais 
celebrated the anniversary of the great 
poet of whom they are so prond. On that 
occasion the tragedy of " Horace ” was 
given, as also the comedy in verse, entitled 
“ Le Mentenr,” and the house was crowded 
with ardent admirers of the poet, who 
never tire of bis majestic verses, and tind a 
double pleasure in hearing them recited by 
the talented artists of this most perfect of 
theaters. On every day of the year we 
love works of our favorite authors, yet 
on their anniversary it is natural to 
think of them personally, of their lives, 
their 
struggles and their triumphs. 
On last Tuesday many persona tbongbt 
of 
Corneille, not 
exactly 
of 
the 
triumphant poet, crowned with fresh 


laurels by every new generation, but 
of the Corneille, surrounded by jealons 
and powerful enemies, and armed only 
with his verses, which merely proved a 
stimulant for the hatred of the cruel and 
envious. 
His first chef iTucuere was the 
“ Cid,” and the persecution he received 
on account of it is a marked event in his­ 
tory. The Cardinal de Richelieu, who had 
pretentions to literary fame, was aa much 
alarmed as theugh he eaw Spaniards before 
the gates of Paris. He excited all au­ 
thors against the work and placed him­ 
self at 
their head, and exerciseti 
all 
his power and inflnence as the 
founder of the Academy to have them 
condemn tbe piece. The envious rejoiced 
with undisguised pleasure, and so loud 
were tbeir manifestations that even Riche­ 
lieu found it too much. Hewever, those 
who desired to give pleasure to the Cardi­ 
nal did not fail to speak against Corneille, 
and when a libelous article was published 
against the poet, without having even read 
it, he forbade Corneille to defend himself. 
Such was the manner in which the 
Cardinal de Richelieu conducted himself 
with 
regard 
to 
the 
“ Cid.” The 
flrst piece which Corneille wrote after 
the “ Cid’ was “ Horace.” This tragedy 
he dedicated to Richelieu, the persecutor 
of the “ Cid. ’ The author humbled himself 
before his enemy so that his lamp of genius 
might not be entirely extinguished by the 
breath of jealousy and envy, and it is 
painful, heart-rending even, to nerceive 
how the poet depreciated himself and im­ 
puted all the credit of his talent to the 
fact that the all-powerful and learned fame 
of the Cardinal had deigned to fall upon 
him. The noble poet drags himself at the 
feet of the proud politician with so much 
pitiful humbleness that you weep and feel 
grateful that “ those good old times,” as 
they are called, are no more, aud that you 
live in an age of enlightment and justice, 
when genius is not obliged to live as a 
beggar on 
THE CRUMBS OK IGNORANCE 
And tyranny. He finishes his dedication 
by saying, “ I have the honor of belonging 
to your Eminence.” And what can be more 
sad ? Corneille belonged to the Cardinal 
just as Moliere belonged to the King. It 
is in such manner that the monarchy in its 
most glorious dajs protected letters. 
True, Corneille was given a pension, but a 
very feeble one, so small that he died in 
want. The medals and prizes have been 
awarded at the salon, but have failed to 
give satisfaction, for tbe same partiality 
can be discerned in the choice of the judges 
as that exercised at the time of the recep­ 
tion of the pictures. The medaille de hon- 
neur was of course accorded to I’aul Baudry 
for his fine decorative piece of “ The 
Glorification of the Law.” 
Although 
this artist is well known to the 
artistic world for his superior deco­ 
rative works, 
particularly 
for 
his 
paintings in the foyer of the Grand Opera 
HonBe, this is the first serious recompense 
he has ever received at the hands of his 
brother artists. Another fine decorative 
piece to be seen at the salon is by Mr. Jos. 
Blanc, entitled the “ Triumph of Paris,” 
and which is intended to decorate a corner 
of the Pantheon. This work is particu­ 
larly interesting, as the figures all repre­ 
sent some known political characters of 
the present day. 
The first and most 
conspicuous figure is that of Gam­ 
betta, dressed as a Roman Senator. 
The likeness is remarkable, and the 
idea of immortalizing in this way the most 
celebrated French orator of the present 
day is considered a happy one by the 
orator’s friends, and íb not unfavorably re­ 
ceived by his professed enemies. There is 
also the living portrait of Clemenccau, 
dressed as a 
ROMAN SOLDIER, 
Who is apparently wounded, and is carried 
in the arms of two other soldiers. Imme­ 
diately behind Gambetta comes Saint 
Hilaire, the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
There are besides eminent journal­ 
ists, as 
Edouard Lochroy, the son- 
in-law of Victor Hugo, and so on. 
A number of ladies are also repre­ 
sented, the principal figure being that of 
Madame Adam, who, it will be remem­ 
bered, has the most distinguished salon at 
the present day, and possesses not only 
literary talents and that of receiving all 
noted Republicans with unusual grace and 
charm, but sets an example of strict virtue 
and honest respectability as well. Among 
the gentlemen I neglected to mention the 
elder brother Coquelin, of the Theatre 
Francais. He is the known friend of Gam­ 
betta, and it seems that on learning that the 
eminent orator was to appear on this canvass 
he went to the artist and begged him to 
therein place his own portrait also, which 
the artist at last consented to do, and in 
the background may the actor’s profile be 
seen as it is to be handed down to pos­ 
terity. An American artist received a 
third-class medal this year, the first medal 
received by any American since some years 
ago, when Mr. Bridgman received a third- 
class medal for his “ Burial of a Mummy,” 
which picture was bought for $10,000 by 
Gordon Bennett. The fortunate artist on 
this occasion is Charles Sprague Pearce, of 
Boston. This picture is titled, “ Decolla­ 
tion de Saint Jean Baptiste,” and represents 
two figures, that of the apostle on his 
knees with bound hands, while standing 
over him is his executioner, who is in the 
act of swinging his sword. This last figure 
expresses wonderful strength and vigor and 
is of a rich color.

TH E 
CHARACTER 
OF GUITTEAU. 


A great deal of information has now 
been collected about the assassin Guittoau, 
and the more facts we have to examine the 
less ground íb there for the theory of his 
insanity. 
The evidence gathered so far 
All points in an opposite direction, in fact. 
I t is made plain enough that the man has 
always bccu dishonest, tricky, unprin­ 
cipled, wanting moral convictions, spiteful, 
And egregiously vain, but these are each 
and all qualities common to perfectly sane 
people. W hat appears most clearly is that 
he has a criminal temperament, but it is 
equally clear that he has always possessed 
sufficient intelligence and even shrewdness 
to make his way in the world, and often to 
get the better of many of those with whom 
he came in contact. 
The obvious expla­ 
nation of his crime is that he had been 
brooding over his failure to obtain a for- 
oign mission, and that his exaggerated 
sense of his own deserts and importance 
led him to form a deepseatcd dialike to the 
President, upon which his meditation on 
th e “ stalw art ” business supervened to 
give direction to his malignant impulses. 
He seems to have imbibed ideas of the 
Albany deadlock very similar to those en­ 
tertained by Conkling and his followers. 
In all this, however, there is no trace of 
insanity. 
There is plenty of evidence of 
perversity and malice and rascality and 
.meanness in his career, but this evidence 
4 nly warrants the conclusion that he is a 
Aaoundrel, and does not at all indicate that 
U* im mane, 


PRAYER AND NATURAL LAW. 


Of late years the popular tendency to 
seek immunity from threatened evils in 
formal appeals to Providence through cere­ 
monials of humiliation and prayer has 
sensibly diminished, and there can be no 
doubt that this change is attributable to 
the light which has been thrown on the re­ 
lations between prayer and natural law. 
The subject is indeed an old one. 
The 
more thoughtful have at various times 
questioned the utility and even the ration­ 
ality of such public iroplorations, and 
though ecclesiastical tyranny for a long 
period rendered free discussion of the mat­ 
ter dangerous, there is evidence that even 
mediaeval philosophers were capable of 
dealing with it cogently. 
It would, for 
example, be difficult to put the case more 
forcibly than it was put by Maximus 
Tyriu8, in the sixteenth century. 
That 
thinker wrote : “ The designs of God exist 
‘‘ from all eternity. 
If the object prayed 
“ for be conformable to his immutable 
“ will, it- must be perfectly useless to re- 
“ quest of .him the very thing which he 
“ has determined to d o . 
If he is prayed 
“ for the reverse of what he has deter- 
“ mined to do, he is prayed to be weak, 
“ feeble, inconstant ; such a prayer im- 
“ plies that this is thought to be his char- 
“ acter, and is nothing better than ridicule 
“ or mockery of him. You either request of 
“ him what is just and right, in which 
“ case he ought to do it, and it will be 
“ actually done without any solicitation, 
“ which in fact shows distrust of his recti - 
“ tude ; or what you request is unjust, and 
“ then you insult him. 
You are either 
“ worthy or unworthy of the favor you 
“ implore ; if worthy he knows it better 
“ than you do yourself; if unworthy, yon 
■“ commit an additional crime in requesting 
“ that which you do not merit. 
In a 
“ word, we offer up prayer to God only 
“ because we have made him after our own 
“ image. 
W e treat him like a Pasha or a 
“ Sultan who is capable of being exasper- 
“ ated or appeased.” 
In modern times prayer is objected to on 
the ground that, in so far as it solicits in­ 
terference of any kind with natural law, it 
is a demand for miracles, and necessarily 
and by inference a denial of confidence in 
the order, and method, and stability, and 
wisdom of the government of the universe. 
A Supreme Being capable of being moved 
by prayer must be a Being capable of 
repenting of what he has done ; that is to 
say, a finite, imperfect, fallible Being. 
Now it is certainly possible that the exter­ 
nal Intelligence is of this character, and it 
has been argued th at many circumstances 
w arrant such a belief. 
But that hypothe­ 
sis will not help those who maintain the 
necessity and propriety of prayer, for they 
hold that omniscience is one of the attri­ 
butes of the Supreme Being, though in 
practice they show their disbelief in this 
by continually asking that Being to recon­ 
sider hisdecisions. In fact there is a distinct 
Manichivism in the theory of the advo­ 
cates of prayer, for they are continually im­ 
plying that things have been done either 
without the knowledge, or without the ap­ 
proval, or in opposition to the ultimate in­ 
tentions of God, and as continually imply­ 
ing that He cau, by calling his attention 
to what has gone wrong, be moved to 
remedy it. 
The way in which prayer ignores natu­ 
ral law, however, is very curious. 
People 
who resort to it do not seem to realize that 
in a number of cases they are asking for 
changes in the course of nature as emphatic 
and unreasonable as the legendary stoppage 
of the earth’s revolution by Joshua. 
Sci­ 
ence shows that there is no natural phe­ 
nomenon, 
however apparently 
trivial, 
which is not the product of the same rigid 
and immutable laws which keep the plan­ 
ets in their course. 
She makes it plain 
that the simple folks who think it quite 
reasonable to pray for fine weather or for 
rain, are asking nothing less than miracles, 
however little they may suspect it. 
She 
assarts, as Tyndall observes, “ that with- 
“ out a disturbance of natural law quite as 
“ serious as the stoppage of an eclipse, or 
“ the rolling of the St. Lawrence up the 
“ Falla of Niagara, no act of humiliation, 
“ individual or national, could call one 
“ shower from heaven, or deflect toward us 
“ a single beam of the sun." 
The permanence of natural law has been 
recognized perforce by the more enlightened 
ecclesiastics of this century. 
They found 
that it was quite useless to make any fur­ 
ther denials in that direction. 
But in 
making this admission they cut the ground 
from under their own feet in the matter of 
prayer, and they avowed the uselessness 
and irrationality of all supplications hav­ 
ing for their object the interference with 
or change of the natural sequence of phe­ 
nomena. 
The 
recent 
propositions for 
prayer meetings on behalf of the President 
are within the category of these futile and 
irrational ceremonies. 
Nothing can be 
more certain than that if the order of 
nature is permanent such appeals must be 
wholly vain. 
The recovery of 
Presi­ 
dent Garfield depends altogether upon cir­ 
cumstances already predetermined, and no 
implorings 
or beseechings can possibly 
affect the outcome one way or the other. 
The mischief of fostering belief in the 
offering of prayer 
under such circum­ 
stances consists in the fact 
that the 
kind of religious faith go fostered is 
in no essential respect superior to Fetish­ 
ism. 
The African chief who pretends to 
wield power over the weather, and to make 
rain come at his pleasure, is in regard to 
his pretensions on all-fours with those who 
teach that the course of N ature can be 
altered in any particular by human suppli­ 
cations, and who maintain that the offering 
of such prayers is either rational or truly 
reverential. 
All these beliefs belong to superstition 
of the debasing kind. 
They are utterly 
incompatible with an enlightened compre­ 
hension of the lawB of Nature. 
They are 
in flat contradiction of the teachings of 
Science. 
And no m atter what roots they 
have in prejudice and custom, there is no 
charity in passing them over as harmless, 
since they are only capable of producing 
false and altogether misleading impressions 
of the order of the nniverse. 
There 
are many indications that the age of belief 
in miracles and special providences is rap­ 
idly drawing to a close, but it cannot be 
ended too speedily for the well-being of 
mankind, for nothing has tended to breed 
more confusion, to keep alive more igno­ 
rance, to exclude Science mdre obstinately, 
than these crude and irrational theories 
about the possible effects of prayer npon 
the course of Nature.

r 
-, IV appearance of the 
comet iu the hea.eua would have been 


hailed everywhere as a portent, and the 
attem pt upon the life of the President 
wonld have been either ascribed to the ad­ 
vent of the strange visitor, or its advent 
would have been cited as a celestial sign 
and token of the calamity. Now, however, 
the world has got beyond such supersti­ 
tions, and it is in a fair way to free itself 
from the mental shackles which still incum­ 
ber it. 
No doubt the force of custom 
reconciles many people to observances the 
futility of which they would perceive in a 
moment if they took the trouble to reflect, 
but it is becoming more and more generally 
realized that there can be no wisdom, and 
still less use, in maintaining ceremonies 
and riles the rationality of which í b ex­ 
ploded, and which merely testify to a view 
of Nature altogether abandoned in these 
days by all save the most ignorant people. 


THE SUPERVISORS. 


The Supervisors have evidently discov­ 
ered that their recent action in regard to 
the anti-hydraulic suits is not approved 
by the public, and in their meeting on 
Thursday they discussed the m atter in 
such a way as to bring into prominence 
some singular facts. 
It appears 
from 
statements made hy members of the Board 
th at Mr. Cadwalader had persuaded them 
to hold a secret session, and that, accord­ 
ing to the Clerk of the Board, the one pur­ 
pose of this secrecy was to prevent the 
press from ascertaining what was going on. 
This is certainly an interestiug piece of 
news. 
To what honest public end were the 
Board and Mr. Cadwalader so anxiouB to 
keep their proceedings from the knowledge 
of the press ? Do public servants gen­ 
erally evince such an 
apprehension of 
journalistic criticism when they know that 
they are doing right ? Is it in accordance 
with the public interests that the Board of 
Supervisors should hold secret meetings, 
precisely when they are contemplating the 
saddling of an obligation of §20,000, §30,­ 
000, perhaps §50,000, upon the county ? 
And why was Mr. Cadwalader averse to 
having his proposition fully investigated ? 
Is it possible that he had things to say to 
the Supervisors which he did not wish to 
see in print ? I t must be admitted that 
this secrecy, together with the attem pt to 
fasten illegitimate claims upon the county, 
looks anything but straightforward and 
innocent, and we are not at all surprised 
that Mr. Samuel Blair should have thought 
it necessary to repudiate all concurrence in 
the hole-and-corner proceedings. 
W hat is 
particularly odd, however, is the delusion 
of the Board that its acts conld be kept 
from the press and the public ; its absurd 
notion that by locking the door when it 
was about to do something which it did 
not want known, it could conceal its do­ 
ings. 
The fear lest the press should find 
out what was being done, too, is suggest­ 
ive of anything but a clear conscience. 
The press represents the people. Its func­ 
tions and duty render it the guardian of 
the community’s interests. 
I t is bound to 
expose all sinister proceedings on the part 
of public officers. 
But it is feared only 
by officials who are doing what they know 
the public will cot approve of. 
The Su­ 
pervisors have followed Mr. George Cad­ 
walader altogether too blindly for their 
own welfare. 
They ought not to have 
yielded to his request for secret sessions. 
They ought not to have tried to keep the 
press from knowing what they were doing. 
They ought not to have undertaken to 
give away the people’s money without 
warrant, in an illegitimate way. 
They 
were about a business which deeply con­ 
cerned every taxpayer in the county. 
By 
w hat right could they transact such public 
business secretly ? The whole affair needs 
a great deal more explanation than has vet 
been given, and so far no justification for 
the incomprehensible course of the Board 
has appeared. 


THE QUESTION 
OF TREASON. 


It has been suggested that it would be 
well to make attem pts upon the life of the 
President of the United States treason. 
Of course it is of no practical consequence 
whether to do this it would be necessary 
to amend the Constitution. 
If it is worth 
while to do it there will be no insuperable 
difficulties in the way. 
The real question 
is whether it is worth while. 
It may be 
uiged that the life of the President belongs 
to the nation ; th at he is its official repre­ 
sentative ; that therefore he ought to be 
hedged about with more than ordinary 
precautions ; that an assault upon him is 
much more than an assault upon a private 
citizen ; that it is in effect an assault upon 
the whole people ; and that it might con­ 
sequently be logically added to the offenses 
which the Constitution already makes trea­ 
sonable. 
All these considerations may be 
admitted to have more or less force, but 
since the main object of any such alteration 
in the laws must be to protect the life of 
the President, it is necessary to ascertain 
whether this object would probably be at­ 
tained by the proposed change. 
Voltaire 
has said that monarchs ought to be specially 
protected, because, while 
all men are 
liable to the attacks of knaves, kings are 
liable to the attacks of both knaves and 
fools. 
There is a great deal of truth in 
this, for by far tho larger number of at­ 
tempts to assassinate the heads of states 
have been made by persons of weak or dis­ 
eased mind. 
This fact, however, seems to 
indicate that very little benefit is likely to 
be derived from an enlargement of the 
penalty for such offenses, for in most 
instances the man who assassinates because 
he is mad cares nothing ahont what 
í b to 
be done to him afterwards. 
The other 
class 
of 
assassins consists of 
fanatics 
usually, and these are notoriously intent 
upon sacrificing themselves, and would cer­ 
tainly not be deterred from the pursuit of 
their aim by the apprehension of capital 
punishment. 
But the most Berious obstacle to any such 
change in the law consists in the present 
confusion in regard to the treatm ent of 
insane criminals. 
It may be said that the 
plea of insanity has of late years com­ 
pletely disorganized our criminal law ad­ 
ministration. 
It has practically been held, 
(1) that insanity is an effectual bar to con­ 
viction in murder cases ; (2) th at insanity 
may be proved in almost every conceivable 
way. 
The result of these theories is that 
failures of justice have been the rnle in­ 
stead of the exception in murder cases, 
and 
th at 
many cold-blooded murders 
have gone nnpnnished npon the outrageous 
pretense that the mnrderer was insane 
daring the moment of the killing, but per­ 
fectly sane both before and after. 
I t is 
clear th at so long as such pleas are received 
and acted npon in onr Courts it cannot 
m atter much what changes are made in the 
peualtioi for assassination, either of the 


President or anyone else. For while it con­ 
tinues possible to plead insanity it will 
always be pleaded, and while there is no 
standard for testing sanity, it will al­ 
ways be possible to make this plea hold. 
W e suppose there is no donbt that Guit- 
tean will be defended on this ground, and 
so much has already been said about his 
insanity th at it may be very difficult, and 
perhaps impossible, to secure his convic­ 
tion. 
W e may therefore ask what differ­ 
ence it would have made in his case had 
the penalty upon conviction been death ? 
Clearly it would not have prevented the 
familiar plea of insanity from being em­ 
ployed, nor would it have helped the jury 
to discover what constitutes insanity. 
For while science has made great ad­ 
vances in mental pathology of late years, 
it is still easy enough to bring forward an 
array of medical witnesses who will con­ 
tradict one another flatly, and who will so 
confuse the jury that they will not know 
what to believe, and so will be pretty sure 
to give the defendant the benefit of their 
doubts. 
And even the most experienced 
alienists differ radically when they come 
to the question of responsibility, some 
holding, 
with 
Maudsley, 
that 
insane 
criminals are not responsible, and others 
maintaining, with Hammond, that they 
are quite responsible enough to be hanged. 
It is not to be expected that unlearned 
juries can solve problems which learned 
physicians differ concerning so widely, and 
the natural result of such perplexities is 
that the murderers escape punishment. 
None of these dangers and sources of 
confusion would be touched bv making the 
assassination of 
the President treason. 
Such a change would in fact have no prac­ 
tical results whatever under the existing 
circumstances. 
If a time should come 
when we are able to determine whether 
insane criminals should be held accountable 
for their acts, and when we can agree upon 
the evidences of insanity, it will be in or­ 
der to make assassination treason, for then 
for the first time it will be possible to pun­ 
ish assassins with some certainty. 
At 
present, however, we are a long way from 
that consummation. 
We cannot even tell 
whether it will be possible to do anything 
with such a wretch as Guitteau. 
If even 
he is sent to an insane asylum, there can 
be no guarantee against his release sooner 
or later. 
The whole m atter is a subject for 
conjecture and speculation, and the situa­ 
tion is really about as bad as though we 
had no laws prohibiting murder. 
We 
believe that such a crime as Guitteau’s 
ought to be punished with death, no m at­ 
ter whether the President dies or not. 
But it does not follow that to hang this 
assassin would deter others hereafter, nor 
must that be taken into account. 
As it is, 
however, there is no way of inflicting 
exemplary punishment upon murderers in 
the United States, nor can there be until 
the questions of responsibility and of in­ 
sanity are clearly defined and established. 


THE MONETARY 
CONFERENCE. 


The Monetary Conference at Paris Í9 
having precisely the results which were 
predicted for i t ; that is to Bay, it is hav­ 
ing no results. 
The English Government 
has already got tired of the humbug, and is 
contemplating the withdrawal of its rep­ 
resentatives. 
As to the others, they ap­ 
pear to have been waiting patiently for the 
United States to propose something prac­ 
tical, and to be considerably surprised at 
the failure of our representatives to do 
anything of the kind. 
Mr. Evarts has 
made a speech, and Mr. Timothy Howe 
another. 
But as Mr. Evarts never studied 
the subject until now, and as Mr. Howe 
has always been utterly and hopelessly 
bemuddled in regard to it, theee disquisi­ 
tions did not help to clarify the snhject. 
The few who think have been convinced 
from the first that nothing would come 
of this Conference. 
The many who never 
think allowed themselves to be persuaded 
th at it would somehow produce wonder­ 
ful consequences. 
The fact is that the 
United States had nothing to offer England 
and Germany. 
All she could say was 
that if she was forced to adopt a silver 
standard 
it would 
be 
very 
bad 
for 
her. 
Nor 
could 
she conceal from 
her neighbors that in that event she would, 
despite her wishes, teud to solve the silver 
problem for them. 
So that her represent­ 
atives only served to demonstrate the wis­ 
dom of letting things drift. England how­ 
ever perceives also the danger of recog­ 
nizing the doctrine that Governments can 
alter and establish monetary standards 
arbitrarily, and declines to commit herself 
to any such proposition. So our delegation 
will undoubtedly have to come home w ith­ 
out having achieved any practical results. 


THE THEATER QUESTION. 


W e are glad to see that a movement is 
on foot to consider the question of a new 
theater for this city. As regards the need of 
such a building there can be no contro­ 
versy, and we think it almost equally clear 
that the requirement cannot be met by 
buying the old ttieater. 
The fact th at the 
latter is so situated as to be incapable of 
being supplied with sufficient exits is alone 
enough to put it out of the question. 
It 
is, moreover, evident that it could not be 
converted into a respectable theater with­ 
out spending as much money as would 
build a new one. 
And it must also be re­ 
alized that a building which can only be 
used as a theater is not at all adapted to 
the wants of this community. 
Tho sug­ 
gestions made at the meeting the other 
evening looking toward a building combin­ 
ing the conveniences of a theater and a 
hall, are most in the line of practical 
utility. 
For several years to come it must 
be expected that this community will be 
unable to support a theater continuously. 
But if wc had a building which could be 
used both as a theater and as a hall, and 
for assemblages of all kinds, it would find 
occupation nearly all the time. 
That is 
what is wanted, and th at í b the class of 
building the committee should turn their 
attention to principally.

FREE LIBRARY BOOKS. 


W e published yesterday a list of books 
which have recently been ordered for the 
Free Library, and having read that list we 
began to consider whether it was worth 
while to maintain a free library in order to 
fam ish such literature to the public. 
For 
it resembled Sir John FalstaflTs tavern ac­ 
count, with this im portant distinction, that 
there was not in it even one single penny­ 
worth of bread. 
The juvenile literature of 
the day is perhaps as rubbishy as any lit­ 
erature has ever been, and though it may 
be thought necessary to provide some boys’ 
and girls’ books of the regulation empti­ 
ness, we very much doubt the wisdom of 


laying in that kind of staff by the cargo, 
as our Library seems doing. 
We believe 
th at flimsy fiction onght to be eschewed 
as mnch as possible in free libraries, and 
that the funds available should be expended 
in the best class of fiction, and in more 
useful and substantial literature. 
W e do 
not believe th at a free library should be 
converted into a cross between a Sunday- 
school and a nursery library, yet there 
seems danger of such a metamorphosis in 
the present instance.

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THE DUELLO IN THE SOUTH. 


Cash, the South Carolina assassin who 
killed Shannon in a duel, has been acquitted 
on his second trial. 
This is disgraceful to 
South Cirolina, and is also a warning to 
intending emigrants to keep clear of a 
State where 
assassination is legalized. 
Cash was a bully. 
Shannon was an elderly 
lawyer. Cash determined to kill Shannon ; 
insulted him persistently until he forced 
him to fight ; and then shot him dead. 
It 
was a cold-blooded murder. 
Now a com­ 
munity which condones such crimes is not 
fit for civilized people to live in, and until 
South Carolina aDd all the Southern States 
stamp out the duello they must be shunned 
as reservoirs of ruffianism and crime. 
This Cash verdict is almost as great an 
outrage as the crime it whitewashes, and 
while such insults to justice are possible no 
self-respecting people will care to settle in 
that region.

S a x Q u e n tin , July 8th .—The third regu­ 
lar meeting 01 the San Quentin Prison In­ 
vestigating Commission took place this morn­ 
ing. 
Present, Commissioners Mills, Gibbs 
and W att. 
Director Shell was in attend­ 
ance. The Commission was called to order 
by Chairman Mills at 11 o'clock. 


A DISCHARGED OFFICER. 
Mr. Owens desired Dr. Cary to be re­ 
called, but Commissioner W att having stated 
that the witness Banks was here, was suffer­ 
ing from an accident, snd that it might be 
well to take his evidence first, that he might 
return, he was called and testified: Was an 
engineer ; was not treated during my stay 
here with proper respect by the W arden ; he 
threatened me frequently; once shook his 
cane over my head ; 
felt 
that on 
one 
occasion it was caused by his being under the 
influence of liquor ; it was the case of pun­ 
ishing two prisoners, when his manner was 
very violent ; can’t say that I have seen him 
often under what I believed to be the influ­ 
ence of liquor; cannot say what his treatment 
of the other officers was ; cannot specify how 
many times I noticed him under the influ­ 
ence of liquor; can say that I have seen him 
often under what I believed to be the influ­ 
ence of liquor; during the first six months I 
was here I thought he was frequently so ; 
during the later period hardly noticed any­ 
thing of the kind ; to be specific, c.annot say 
that I noticed him more than once when I 
felt sure that he was under the influence of 
liquor. 
Mr. Banks here desired to make a state­ 
ment in reference to the charge of taking a 
letter from the mail bag. 
Mr. Owens—No such charge has been 
made. 
Witness—It was published in the news­ 
papers. 
The reading of the statement was ob­ 
jected to. 
Witness—It was one that I think ought to 
be made in justification to Judge Ames. 
Mr. Mills—Mr. Banks, you testify if in 
your opinion it has any bearing on this in­ 
quiry. 
Witness—I saw a statement in the news­ 
papers that I could prove that Judge Ames 
had extracted a letter from the mail bag. 
I 
desire to say that I cannot prove anything of 
the kind, as I don’t know of any such cir 
cumstance having taken place. 
Mr. Owens—No charge of this kind is made. 
Judge Ames—You don’t make it, but it 
haB been published as a charge against me in 
other papers. 
Mr. Mills—Can you recollect the names of 
any officers present at the time of the whip­ 
ping of the two prisoners you refer to ? 
Witness—I cannot recollect now precisely 
who they were. 
Mr. Mills—Who did you leceive your po­ 
sition from ? 
Witness—Don’t know of any one else in 
the matter than Judge Ames. 
I waB occupy­ 
ing a good position, but he told me that it 
would be a Bteady and permanent one, and 
advised me to come; consider my appoint­ 
ment was entirely due to my mechanical 
ability, and not to any direct personal influ­ 
ence ; was before that engineer of the Pacific 
Ico C o m p an y . 
Mr. Gibbs—You were discharged by Mr. 
Ames 7 
Witness—No ; I was not. 
I have a state­ 
ment to make in regard to that. 
I was en­ 
gaged at my duties when Judge Ame3 sent 
for me, and told me he was obliged, at the 
instigation of one of the highest authorities 
in the State, to make a place, and would be 
obliged t<* part with me. He said he did so 
very reluctantly, but he could not afford to 
lose the friendship of the person who desired 
my dismissal. 


DB. 
CARY 
RECALLED. 
Dr. Cary was recalled, and testified as to 
a Chinaman who had become insane by rea­ 
son of solitary confinement. 
Witness was 
called to see the Chinaman, who wa3 under 
punishment for an attempted rape ; was told 
by the cell-tender that the Chinaman was 
acting strangely ; on the second day after 
receiving this information, determined that 
the Chinaman was really insane, and sug­ 
gested his release from confinement to the 
Warden, whereupon the Warden released 
him. The Chinaman had been in solitary 
confinement for thirty-one days. Witness 
attributed his insanity to the confinement. 
The cross-examination elicited the fact that 
the Chinaman was released as soon as the 
physician recommended it. 
Witness had a 
prisoner 
in his employ as 
an 
apoth­ 
ecary, 
who 
was 
addicted 
to 
the 
use 
of strong drink ; he was affected 
with an infirmity known as dipsomania; 
could not trust him with spirits of any kind ; 
he became intoxicated, and was sentenced to 
imprisonment in the dungeon for the offense ; 
notified the Warden that the prisoner could 
not remain there any length of time without 
making him sick, notwithstanding which the 
Captain of the Guard kept him imprisoned 
three days; the prisoner was removed from 
his cell very sick to the hospital, where he 
remained a whole montli; knew of a case 
where a prisoner gave out medicine through 
a mistake. 
A lengthy cross-examination elicited the 
fact that the prisoner was evidently disqual­ 
ified by drunkenness for the position of prison 
apothecary. The Warden had required his 
discharge as soon as his disqualification be­ 
came known to him. 


LIEUTENANT MARTIN RECALLED. 
Was Lieutenant of the Guard. On one oc­ 
casion it was reported to him by a guard that 
convict Denson came home late at night from 
San Itafael in a buggy; the guards had re­ 
ported to him that Denson was seen with 
women in a buggy late at night. 
Witness 
was officer in charge at the front gate, between 
the first and second lock-ups. It was his duty 
to search prisoners going into the second lock­ 
up, to ascertain if they had any contraband 
articles. 
One evening, when in the discharge 
of this duty, some prisoners from the Warden’s 
house, among others, were about to pas3 in at 
the gate. He attempted to discharge his duty 
by searching their persons, when the Warden 
exclaimed, “ How dare you search my ser­ 
vants ? I will be responsible for them.” This 
occurred about three months ago. 
Since 
that time witness had not searched prisoners, 
deeming the rebuke an order to suspend such 
Bearch. 
Cross-examination—Had not informed the 
Warden that he had ceased to search the 
prisoners ; had in fact deemed the rebuke an 
order not to search them any further, and 
since the time referred to prisoners going into 
the second lock-up had not been searched. 


J . H. CLEMETSHAW, 
A convict, was sworn, and testified that he 
had made a harness—made a set of harness— 
for Mr. Chapman, of Chico ; was engaged in 
the manufacture of a fine set of harness for 


Dr. M cNutt; under instructions of the 
harden, had kept a strict account of the 
materials and labor employed in the manu­ 
facture of the harness; charged his own 
labor at *1 a day, and the labor of three con­ 
victs at 50 cents per day ; *03 in material and 
labor had already been charged against the 
harness for Dr. M cN utt; could not ascertain 
what said harness would be worth outside of 
the prison; workmen of equal skill with 
himself received $4 50 and $5 per day. 
By 
the standard of free labor his own work upon 
the harness would be worth that sum per 
day; had made harness for others; knew 
convict H artw ell; worked in the same shop 
with him ; did not remember his making fur­ 
niture ; remember that he sometimes repaired 
chairs. 
Witness thought Hartwell a very 
poor mechanic; knew of his gluing some 
boards together, but didn’t give the boards 
sufficient time to stick. Ciemetshaw had 
never seen any cabinet manufactured in the 
prison by H artw ell; had seen him make 
some picture frames ; had to pass through 
Hartwell’s shop ; would hpve known if cab­ 
inets or other furniture had been made. 
Upon a close cross-examination, witness 
admitted that Hartwell had made a table 
and an aquarium which would uot hold 
water. 
MORAL INSTRUCTOR CUMMINGS 
Was the next witness. 
The examination of 
Cumihings consumed almost the entire after­ 
noon. 
In July, 1880, he had drafted a series 
of rules and regulations for his department of 
the prison, and presented them to the Board 
of Directors. The Warden informed him 
that he would not allow officers of the prison 
to have communication with the Board of 
Directors ; that all communications must be 
sent through him. 
In March, 1880, had an 
altercation with the Warden concerning the 
application made by witness to allow the 
clerks in his office to eat at the officers’ table, 
wear a white shirt, and have such privilege* 
as were accorded to convict clerks in other 
departments. This request was refused : had 
secured a pardon for two or three convicts; 
had made application for the pardon of oth­ 
ers ; had received money from convicts for 
the purpose of paying his expenses when trav­ 
eling in their interest and behalf; remem­ 
bered the sum of §10 as received from 
one, 
and 
§10 
from 
another; 
held 
moneys 
in 
trust 
for 
convicts 
until 
ordered to give up such moneys by the 
Warden last May. 
Lawyers who had taken 
the cases of convicts would not act for them 
until the money was put up. Witness had 
obtained money from convicts, and held it in 
escrow ; if the convicts secured their release, 
the money was to go to the lawyer ; if the 
attorney failed, the money was to be returned 
to the convicts. 
In one case he had written 
to the Governor, asking that two young men 
should be pardoned so as to keep the arrest­ 
ing officers, having warrants for their arrest 
issued from different Courts in this State, 
from reapprehending them ; went to the 
Warden and proposed that the convicts 
shonld be let out of the back gate, that they 
might escape over the hills from the arrest­ 
ing officers. 
The Warden refused. 
Had 
heard the Warden say that he had let con­ 
victs out of the back gate rather than have 
them rearrested. 
Upon the occasion of this 
application the Warden became excited and 
angTy, and told him that the request was 
highly improper : had had no trouble with 
other 
ministers, 
but 
thought 
himself 
in charge of 
that 
department 
of the 
prison. 
Ministers 
who 
had 
heretofor 
attended the prison were not interesting to 
the prisoners : thought new ministers ought 
to be invited ; had had but one altercation 
with a minister. 
Cross-examined—Did not understand that 
it was a wrong thing to assist prisoners to 
escape arrest. 
The terms of the prisoners 
referred to in the direct testimony would 
expire on Monday ; he wished to have them 
pardoned on the Friday preceding. 
The 
Governor replied to him that it was a highly 
improper thing for the Executive to do ; had 
then gone to the Warden and made the re­ 
quest that the prisoners should be let out of 
the back gate on Monday, so that they might 
escape the Sheriff, who held a warrant for 
their arrest at the front gate. The alterca­ 
tion had with the minister referred to in the 
direct testimony related to the pernicious 
doctrine of that minister. 
Question—To what doctrine do you refer? 
Answer—The minister exhorted his hearers 
that they should not give any attention to 
any minister save such as represented the 
Holy See at Rome ; had rebuked the min­ 
ister for such teachings ; told him that such 
teachings ought not and would not be allowed 
in the prison. 
Question—The teaching you referred to 
occurred on a day when Catholic services 
were held in the prison ? 
Answer—Yes, sir. 
Question—It was at a regular Catholic 
service of the Catholic Chnrch held in the 
orison that the minister declared that his 
hearers should listen to no teaching save 
such as was given him by authority of the 
Pope? 
Answer—Yes, sir. 


RESUME OF THE PROCEEDINGS. 
During the taking of the testimony of Mr. 
Cummings considerable discussion took place 
between the prosecution and members of the 
Commission and Judge Schell, a Director 
of the prison, whilst time was consumed in 
the reading of the laws of the State of Cali­ 
fornia and in the liiscussion as to the admis­ 
sibility of the evidence of the twenty-three 
or twenty-four witnesses rubpenaed by the 
prosecution. 
Some twelve witnesses had 
been examined. 
The proceedings to-day were interesting, 
and elicited much strong feeling. The W ar­ 
den of the prison has so far declined to cross­ 
examine the witnesses who have testified, ex­ 
cept in some minor particulars. The cross­ 
examination has been by members of the 
Commission. 
The Commission adjourned to meet on 
Tuesday morning. 
Some four or five wit­ 
nesses whose names have not heretofore been 
mentioned were subpenaed for the prosecu­ 
tion. The prosecution has been reinforced 
by the appearance of Detective Hanks, and 
it is supposed that the new witnesses sub­ 
penaed will give testimony concerning mat­ 
ters that have not heretofore been presented. 
From present appearances the prosecution 
will not rest its case before Thursday or Fri­ 
day of next week.

I t w ill be m ade entirely of w rought 
iron, w ith truss, and w ill be of strength to 
su p p o rt tcorn fifty to sixty tons. 
The ex­ 
terio r w ill be of galvanized iron, w ith a roof 
projecting over th e sides three feet.

corridor w ill.be en tirely open at the sides, 
w ith the exception of colum ns to support the 
roof, w hich occur a t intervals of seven feet. 
T h e apex of the roof is to be surm ounted by 
a very n eat and extrem ely rich cresting, and 
th e whole structure will be highly ornam ent­ 
ed .

TREASURER’S REPORT. 


Minutas of the Secret Meeting—Records 
Repaired—Other Business. 


T he Board of Supervisors m et a t 10 A. m. 
yesterday, all the m em bers present. 
The 
m inutes of the last tw o days’ sessions were 
read and approved. 
A m otion was adopted ordering a copy of 
M cK enney’s Business D irectory for the use 
of the Board, M essrs B lair and C hristy vot­ 
ing against the parchase. 
Bids for furnishing th e C ity D ispensary 
w ith drugs and m edicines for the ensuing 
year, com m encing A ugust 1st, 1881, were 
opened and referred to the C om m ittee on Con­ 
tracts. 
Bids were received from A. C. T ufts, 
H . C. K irk & Co., and F red K oliiker. 
T he bond of G. C. M cM ullen, as O verseer 
of R oad D istrict N o. 10, was filed and ap­ 
proved. 
W illiam H . H am ilton, supervising archi­ 
tect of the H all of Records, subm itted his 
fourth estim ate upon w ork done and m ateri­ 
als furnished to date, which was for §3,760, 
being 75 per cent. 
T he estim ate was ap­ 
proved aad paym ent ordered. 
T he architect also subm itted plans and 
specifications for the elevated corridor to con­ 
nect the C ourt-house and H all of Records, 
in accordance w ith original purpose, b u t 
which had not been decide ! upon in detailed 
plan. 
T he plans and specifications were 
unanim ously adopted. 
C arl & Croly subm itted th eir estim ate^ o f 
the cost o f constructing the corridor a t §2,787, 
and they were, upon m otioD , instructed to 
proceed w ith the work. 
F in al reports were received from Overseers 
of the form er road 
districts, as follow s: 
From D. Foley, of D istrict No. 2 ; Jo h n W is- 
ton, D istrict No. 4 ; G . 1). Conner, D istrict 
No. 2d; M . A . F ry , D istrict N o. 2 2 ; G. C. 
M cM ullen, D istrict No. 13; Jam es A . P u t­ 
nam , D istrict N o. 25; D. M cE dw ard, D is­ 
tric t No. 17 : A. M eyer, D istrict N o. 14 ; E .

24 ; Jam es H olland, D istrict No. 15 ; N .

These reports were all referred to 
Supervisor B aileyfor exam ination and report.

B eckley as 
correct, and were approved by the B o a rd : 

Enos, 
D istrict No. 30 ; H enry Heff, D istrict No. 
4 3 ; C. R . M iller, D istrict No. 31; J . O. 
K ane, D istrict N o. 36 ; W illis W right, D is­ 
tric t No. 39; E . W . Stickney, D istrict No. 
35 ; Thom as Jenkins, D istrict N o. 27 ; D a­ 
vid Reese, D istrict N o. 2 8 ; D. W . M cLana- 
han, D istrict No. 40 ; A . A . Clough, D istrict 
N o. 38; Jo h n M iller, D istrict No. 44. 
The following final accounts of Overseers 
were filed and referred to M r. C hristy . B y 
W m . Sayles, D istrict No. 23; W . W . Freese, 
D istrict N o. 8, and J . D. B utler, D istrict 
N o. 9. 
M r. Carle appeared before the Board, and 
stated th a t he had m ade an exam ination of 
the bíx bridges over the Cosum nes river, 
known as the H icks bridges, which were pur­ 
chased by the county about three years ago, 
and which have become unsafe for the pas­ 
sage of heavy loads. 
H e estim ated the cost 
of thoroughly repairing the six bridges would 
be about §6,000. 
H e thought fully 25 per 
cent, of the m aterials in the present stru ct­ 
ures could be m ade available, which would 
m ake it m ore econom ical to repair thaD to 
let contracts for entirely new ones. 
M r. B ailey said he had exam ined the ques­ 
tion of these bridges, and thought the best 
thing to be done was to authorize Carle & 
Croly to go on a t once and repair them , so 
th a t the w heat in th a t vicinity could be 
brought to this city, instead of being com­ 
pelled to be taken to S tockton or some other 
point. 
I t was ordered th a t the repairs should at 
once be so entered upon under the direction 
of the R oad Com m ittee, to which was added 
the C hairm an of the B oard in this connec­ 
tion. 
l’he claim s of A llard t and Sullivan, for 
services in exam ining the hydraulic question 
upon the upper A m erican and Cosumnes 
rivers, under the secret arrangem ent of which 
there was no record upon the m inutes of the 
Board, again cam e up for consideration. 
Considerable tim e was spent in discussing 
the power of the Board to m anufacture a 
record for the occasion and have it entered, 
for a basis upon which to stand the two little 
elephants unluckily on hand, w hich are con­ 
spicuous and em barrassing by reason of their 
uncertain parentage. 
F inally the following 
resolutions were introduced by M r. W ilson: 
Kemlred, That in view of the fact th at the object 
for which a par*, of the minutes of the Dri'f .'.'.lP.o- 
„f tuto lioani oi June yin were kept secret lias been 
accomplished, viz : that the exjicrts appointed by 
the Chairman of tills Board, and Geo. Cadwalader 
haviug been sent up the American and Cosumnes 
rivers to investigate certain mines and ascertain the 
am ount of damage done and likely to be done from 
the mining and mines on the said rivers, in conBt- 
qtience of the debris from said mines, and that the 
Board at the date of said meeting, under the advise 
of counsel, and through their 
owu judgm ent, 
deemed it for the best interests of the people of the 
county th at such measure should bo taken, and 
that to make it public at that date would defeat 
the object for which the experts were employed, 
or make it a more difficult task for them ; there­ 
fore, be it 
Itemized. That the clerk be instructed to amend 
the m inutes of June 9th, so that the action of 
the Board may be made public, th at the public may 
fully understand why said action was hail, and that 
this may also be spread ui>on the minutes. 
T he resolution was adopted by a unanim ous 
vote. 
The B oard then proceeded to consider the 
bills of A llard t and Sullivan upon th e new 
basis, and the question being upon w hether 
th e charges contained in th e bill were too 
high, M r. W ilson produced a telegram which 
he bad received from M arysville in answ er 
to one sent, which stated th a t M r, A llard t’s 
charges there were §20 per day. 
T he C hairm an called attention to the fact 
th a t the $20 per day m entioned in the dis­ 
patch included expenses, w hereas the bill 
before the B oard charged $6 extra per day 
for th a t purpose. 
M r. B lair moved th a t th e per diem j n M r. 
A U ardt’s bill be reduced from §20 to §10 per 
cay. 
T he m otion was seconded by M r. B ut­ 
ler, and upon a vote being taken was lost— 
M essrs. B lair, B utler and C biisty voting in 
the affirm ative. 
M r. W ilson m oved th a t the per diem of 
this bill be fixed a t §15 per day. 
N o second. 
A m otion was then taken upon tb e bill as 
presented—§20 per day for fifteen days ar.d 
§90 expenses—and th e claim was allowed. 
Ayes— Beckley, Bailey, D rem an and W ilson. 
Noes—B lair, B utler and C hristy. 
T he bill of J . H . S ullivan, for nineteen 
days a t §10 per day and §112 for expenses, 
was then taken up and allowed, all voting in 
th e affirm ative except Messrs. B lair and 
Christy. 
M r. B lair inquired of the C hair w hether 
the services of these gentlem en were con­ 
cluded. 
_ 
T he C hair replied th a t he did not know, 
b u t presum ed so. 
M r. B lair said he m ade the inquiry for the 
sim ple reason th a t he had ju st inquired of 
M r. Sullivan if this was his lull bill, and he 
replied th a t it included all charges to date. 
H e supposed by th a t rem ark th a t there were 
nrobably further services and further bills to 
be rendered by him . 
The Com m ittee on C ontracts reported upon

The experience of any one of education 
and learning extending over a long period of 
tim e m nst necessarily be valuable, and while 
no two experiences in this w orld are alike, 
there is such a sim ilarity betw een them as to 
render one which is rich in valuable facts of 
benefit to all.

preecribe and advise those things which I be­ 
lieve to be adapted to cure, and which m y 
experience has proven to be such.”

EQUALIZATION. 


THE POWER OF COUNTY BOARDS TO 
EQUALIZE ASSESSMENTS 


Made by the State Board of Equalization— 
Argument on that Question Before 
the Monterey County Board. 


The following is the argument made by 
Judge T. B. McFarland before the Board of 
Equalization at Salinas, Monterey county, 
on the power of the Board to equalize assess­ 
ments made by the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. It involves the question of the consti­ 
tutional powers of the Board of Equalization, 
and the whole si heme of making assessments 
conform to the standard of valuation fixed by 
the Assessors for real property : 


The state Board of Equalization under the Con­ 
stitution exercises the power of equalization as 
between the property of the several counties. (Con­ 
stitution, Article XII!., Section 9.) The power to 
assess property—a separate and distinct power 
(Wells, Fargo A: Co. vs. State Board of Equalization, 
September is and 21,1880) is distributed by the 
Constitution (Article XIII., Section 10) between 
county officers and the State Board of Equalization. 
The Board exercises, iu the first instance, the 
assess* irial powers upon “ the franchise, roadway, 
roadbed, rails and rolling stock of all railroads 
operated iu more than one county in this State, 
while the County Assessors exercise the same power 
as to all other property. The Boards of Supervisors 
of the several counties of the State constitute Boards 
of Equalization for their respective cou»ties: with 
power to equalize the valuation of the taxable 
property in the county. (Article XIII., Section 9.) 
This scheme distributed the whole of both powers. 
The power to equalize, as between the property of 
the several counties, is vested in the State Board. 
The power to equalize, as between the property of 
individuals, is vested in the County Boards. The 
power to assess certain railroad property Is given to 
the State Board of Equalization, while the power to 
assess all other property is vested in a county 
officer. 
TH E CONSTITUTIONAL OBJECT. 
The object sought to be attained by the consti­ 
tutional distribution of assessorial powers, and by 
vesting that power as to railroads operated in more 
than one county in the State Board, Í3 apparent. 
The jurisdiction of the County Assessor does not 
extend beyond the county limits. He lias neither 
the power nor the means to ascertain the length of 
such railroads in other counties—the number of 
locomotives, cars and other rolling stock—and could 
not carry out the purpose of the Constitution, 
which was to distribute such rolling stock for the 
purpose of taxation between different counties in 
which the road was operated in the proportion to 
which the whole rolling stock bears to the number 
of miles of road operated in each county. The 
framers of the Constitution saw no reason to exempt 
railroad property as such from the operation of the 
usual laws for the assessment of property. All rail­ 
roads operated in a single county are, under the 
Constitution, assessed by the county officer. 
Turning now to the statutes relating to the exer­ 
cise of the several powers in question, we find that 
the franchise, etc., roadbeds and rolling stock 
of 
all 
railroads 
operated 
In 
more 
than 
one county in this State shall be assessed, by 
the State Board, while all other property shall be 
assess'd by the County Assessor (Political Code, 
Section 3628). The statemeut of property required 
from the owner must, in case of such railroad prop­ 
erty, be made to the State Board (Political Code, 
Section 3664), while the statement required from 
the owner of other property must be made to the 
Assessor (Political Code, Section 3629). The As­ 
sessor must, between the firat Monday in March 
and July, assess such other property (Political Code, 
Section 3628). The State Board must, on or before 
the first Monday in May, assess the railroad prop­ 
erty returned to it (Political Code, Section 3664), 
and must, on or before the 15th of May, transmit to 
each county through which the railroad is operated 
a statement showing the length of main tracks, etc., 
with pro rata distribution of rolling stock, etc., aud 
the assessed value thereof (Political Code, Section 
3664). 
The Assessor must 
prepare assessment 
books and enter thereon all assessments made by 
himself or by the State Board of Equalization 
(Political Code, Section 3650). When completed, 
this book must, by the Assessor, be delivered to the 
Clork of the Board of Supervisors of his county 
( Political Code, Section 3654). 
It will be seen that 
up to this point the powers exercised by the State 
Board and by the Assessor are of the same kind; 
th it they all relate to the power of assessment 
as distinguished from the power of equalization, 
i t will also be seen that at this point the asscssori&l 
powers of either cease ; that the functions involved 
in the exercise of this power have been fully ¡»er- 
formed, and that up to this point of time there has 
neither been an exercise of the }>ower of equalization 
uur the opportunity to exercise such power. 


ASSESSING ANT) EQUALIZING. 
The power to assess, as the term is used in the 
Constitution and laws of this State, is one thing, 
and the power to equalize is another an i quite a dif­ 
ferent thing. To equalize is “ to make equal; as to 
equalise accounts; to equalize taxes or burdens’* 
(Webster's Dictionary, “ equalize.”) Say the Su­ 
preme Court of this State in the recent case of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. vs the State Board of Equalization 
(September 18,1880), “ The section in question" 
S action 9, Article XIII., State Constitution,) “ pro­ 
vides for a State Board of Equalization and for 
County Boards of Equalization. They arc all to be 
Bjar.is of totalization. To equalize is to make 
equal, to cause to correspond, or to be like in 
amount or degree as compared with something. 
The meaning of the term is important to be borne 
in mind. Now, looking at the provision of the Con­ 
stitution upon the subject, we find that the duties 
of the State Board are declared to be “ to equalize 
the valuation of the taxable property of the several 
counties in the State for the purpose of taxation.” 
And the duties of the County Board are declared to 
be “ to equalize the valuation of the taxable prop­ 
erty in the county for the purposes of taxation.” 
Again in the same case, the Court referring to the 
respective powers of the two Boards as conferred 
by the Constitution, commend the wisdom of its 
framers in leaviug it to the County Board alone “ to 
increase or lower the individual assessments upon 
the rail of their respective counties," and to make 
them equal with each other, and in conferring upon 
the State Board power only to compare the assess­ 
ment roll of each county with the assessment loll of 
each aud ever} other county, and equalizing the as 
tsssments as between the property of the several 
counties. The power to equalize was never vested 
in the Assessor as such in any State. 
It Is only 
after the duty of the Assessor is |»erformed that the 
exercise of the power to equalize can begin. 


PO W ER OF COUNTY BOARDS TO EQUALIZE IN D I­ 
V ID U AL ASSESSM EN TS. 
The Legislature did not intend to take from the 
County Boards of Equalization the power to equal­ 
ize the individua* assessments upon the county 
roll. It did not intend to deprive the County 
Boards of the power to make equal, to cause to 
correspond or to be like in amount and degree, as 
compared with each other, the different assess­ 
ments upon the county roll. 
We have seen 
that the assessments made by the State Board 
and by the Assessors must both be entered upon the 
assessment book of the county before such book is 
delivered to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors. 
This book, when delivered, contains all assessments, 
whether made by the Assessor or the State Board, 
and the law treats such assessments as standing 
upon the same footing and subject all alike to the 
exercise of the powers of equalization. 
When this book is completed and delivered to th 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, be must immedi­ 
ately give public notice of such deliver}* and of the 
time the Board of Supervisors will meet to equalise 
assessments. (Political Code, Section 3654.) The 
Board of Supervisors must meet on the first Monday 
in Jul.. ¡ti each year to examine the assessment book 
and etjualizf the assessment of property in the 
county (Political Code, Section S672), and has power 
to increase or lower any assessment contained 
therein. (Political Code, Section 3673.) Could the 
ten lion of the Legislature have been more clearly 
•* forcibly expressed ? The assessment roll contains 
ae assessment of railroad property made bv the 
«.Ate Board of Equalization. The County Board 
may increase or lower any assessment contained 
therein. 
The assessment against such railroad 
property is ar. assessment contained therein. There­ 
fore the County |Board may increase or lower such 
assessment. 
THE ROUTINE OF METHOD. 
After the County Board concludes its labors, the 
Clerk of the Board must enter upon the assessment 
book all changes and corrections made by tbo Board, 
aud then must deliver the book to the County Audi­ 
tor (PoL Code, Section 3682). This en4s the work 
of equalization, so far as the County B>.ir»l is Con 
€utu*4. The State Board then takes juri^. eJon. 


It has no power to act on individual assessments. 
The aw presumos that the County Board has made 
the assessments uniform as between individuals— 
has so equalized the several assessments that ewffi is 
placed on the same basis of valuation. That it has 
caused the several assessments to correspond, to be 
like in amount and degree as compared with each 
other, and so far as the several taxpayers in the 
county are concerned, 
have placed them on the 
same footing of equality, by rating the property of 
each at the same proportion of value. 
W ere the 
taxing 
power to be exercised for local pur­ 
poses 
alone, 
no further 
action 
would 
be 
necessary. 
All the 
property 
being 
assessed 
in the 
same proportion to its value, it would 
be immaterial 
whether it 
was assessed above 
or below its value, for in either case the rate of tax­ 
ation would be apportioned on a rule of equality as 
between the several taxpayers. 
But a State tax 
must be collected upon the same roll, and a long 
experience has shown that the Assessors of the dif­ 
ferent counties and the Boards of Equalization 
thereof would adopt different standards of valu­ 
ation in different counties, so that in one county all 
the real property woulu be assessed at its full cash 
value, while in another such property would be 
assessed at seventy-five per cent, of its cash value. 
The differences would cause the State tax to fall 
un qually upon the taxpayers in different counties. 
To remedy this evil the State Board of Equalization 
was established. When the assessment books of 
the several counties are completed, the State Board 
ascertains whether the same standard has been 
adopted iu each county, and if it has not been it 
then reduces the assessments to the same standard 
as between counties by adding to or deducting from 
the valuation of : 1, the real estate ; 2, improve­ 
ments ; and 3, the personal property—as a class, 
such a sum as will produce uniformity as near as 
such uniformity is practical. 


COUNTY BOARDS HAVE THE POWER TO INCREASE 
OR LOWER ASSESSMENTS. 
We maintain that it is clear that the Legislature 
did not intend to deprive the County Boards of tbe 
power to increase or lower the assessment of such 
railroad property as is assessed by the State Board, 
but that it has expressly given to the County Boards 
such power. Nor could the Legislature have done 
otherwise. The County Boards are not the creat­ 
ures of the Legislature. They were not formed to 
register the edict of any other Board or power. 
They play a more important part iu the system of 
local government. They are the creations of the 
people acting in their* original capacity. Their 
grant of power is found in the Constitution, and 
the Legislature could no more deprive the Board of 
any such power than the Board could deprive the 
Legislature of power upon it so conferred. The Con 
stiturion (Art. X111., Sec. 9) authorizes and empow­ 
ers the County Board “ to increase or lower the en­ 
tire assessment roll, or any assessment contained 
therein.” The language is broad and unqualified. 
It goes to every assessment on the assessment roll. 
TTie question as to who made the assessment cute no 
figure in the matter. It is with ail assessments the 
power deals. It is not limited by the mode or man­ 
ner of making the assessment. 
What we ask the Board to do is to make the as 
se8-meut complained of conform to the standard of 
valuation fixed by the Assessor for other real prop­ 
erty iu the county of Monterey. 
It may be ob­ 
jected that, if the various County Boards do the 
same thing, the result will be that the railroad will 
be valued in one county at $6,000 per mile, and in 
another at 87,000 per mile. But this constitutes no 
valid objection to the exercise of the power. Let 
us assume that, in tiie exercise of this power, you 
should determine that a valuation of $6,00») per 
mile would be a valuation in proportion to what 
other real property is valued at for the purpose of 
taxation in this county, and that in the county of 
Santaclara the Board should determine that a valua­ 
tion of ¿7,000 per mile would be a valuation in propor­ 
tion tu the value put upon other real property in 
that county. Would it not be clear that if we were 
to stop at this, the railroad company would in each 
county pay a tax in proportion to the value of its 
pro|»erty ?— that the owners of real estate in each 
county would, as to each other, pay a tax in exact 
proportion to the property owned by each ? If the 
tax was confined to local purposes the mandate of 
tbe Constitution, that all 
property should be 
taxed in 
proportion to 
i 
s 
value, would be 
obeyed. 
Each 
County 
Board 
would 
have 
performed 
its 
duty to 
equalize, 
to 
cause 
valuations to correspond, to be alike in amount and 
degree as compared with each other. 


THE INTEREST OF ALL BEAL ESTATE OWNERS. 
The vice in the assessments as they would 
thus stand would be one which does not uf 
feet the railroad aloue, but is one which, when 
it 
comes 
to State tax alone, 
does 
affect 
every owner of real estate iu the 
resj>ccti\e 
counties, whether that real estate consists of rail 
road or other property. The equality between such 
owners in Santa Clara couuty would becomplete, and 
so as between owners in Monterey county ; but the 
owners in Santa Clara county, including the railroad 
company, would be compelled to pay a State tax 
out of proportion to that paid by the owners in 
Monterey county. The law does not assume that 
such inequalities will not exist after the action of 
the sevt ral County Boards. If such Boards desired 
to prevent such inequalities they have not the means 
to do so. They caunot compare the roll of one 
county with that of another, and bring values in 
each to the same standard (see Wells, Fargo & Co. 
vs. State Board of Equalization). On the contrary, 
all experience proves that just such inequalities 
must in the very nature of things exist alter the 
action of the several County Boards. The law as­ 
sumes that such inequalities will exist, and to rem­ 
edy this has created a State B ard of Equalization, 
with 
power 
to 
compare the several assess­ 
ment 
rolls 
and 
bring 
all 
valuations 
to 
the same staudard, so 
that 
the 
taxpayers 
in the several 
counties 
may 
pay 
a 
state 
tax in proportion to the value of their respective 
properties. In the case put, such equality would 
be attained by in reusing the values upon all the 
real property of Monterey county, or by decrea 
ing the values upon such properly iu the county of 
Placer. If you grant this application, equality will 
be attained and justice done. 
If you refuse it, and 
it be true, as alleged, that the assessment of the rail­ 
road property in this county, as made by the State 
Board, is 
per cent, higher than other real prop­ 
erty is assessed for, does it not follow that the rail- 
ro ’d company must, for both btate and county pur­ 
poses, pay a ta x 
per cent, greater upon its real 
property than other owners of real property in this 
county are compelled to pay' It was to prevent 
this inequality between U i pay ere in the same 
county that the Constitution called tuc County 
Boarus of Equalization into existence and conferred 
upon them the power to equalize assessments as be- 
tweeu individuals. Say the Supreme Court of this 
State, in the cage of Wells, hurgo A: Co. vs. the 
State Board of hqualization (September 18, 1*80): 
The County Boards of the respective counties are, 
iu the body of the section (Section 9, Article XI11., 
State Constitution), “ given the power to equalize 
the valuation of the taxable property in the couuty 
—that is to say, to compare the individual assess 
merits upon the assessment roll one with another, 
and make them equal.’’ 
And in the same case the 
Court say that it was eminently wise to confer this 
power upon the County Boards, the members of 
which arc mo*c familiar with the relative values of 
property ir. thtir own county than could be the 
members of the state Board. Dealing with a like 
qutstion the Supreme Court of Illinois (Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway Company vs. Boone County, 
44 111. 242) say : “ Jt cainot be that one portion of 
the taxpayers in a county, ow ning taxable property, 
shall be required to pay more taxes in proportion to 
ts value, no matter how that may be ascertained 
than another portion in the same county. 
* * 
1 
Such discrimination is condemned, not only by the 
Constitution, but by the indignant, yet no less just 
judgment of an honest people." 


D IFFE R IN G VALUATIONS. 
In the same case, dealing with the fact that sepa­ 
rate action in different counties may produce differ­ 
ent valuations, the Court say : “ It appears from 
the record that appellants made return to McHenry 
count} of their personal property and track running 
through a portion of that county. 
' 
* 
* 
it 
app are appellant* returned the valuation of their 
track therein at $3,000 |>er mile, and the argument 
was * inasmuch as the track in Boone county is it 
as good repair and capable of doing the parne pro­ 
portionate amount of business as that part of it 
running through McHenry county ; therefore the 
value must be the same, and it should be assessed 
accordingly.’ This, in our judgment, does not fol 
low. 
* 
‘ 
* Neither county furnished a rule for 
the other, so that the return of valuation in Mc­ 
Henry county was wholly irrelevant to the question 
then before the Court. The appellants were taxed, 
it is presumed, in McHenry county on the same ba 
sis of valuation that individuals in that county were 
taxed, and this may have been vastly different from 
that adopted by the Assessors in Boone county.” 
bays Judge Cooley (Cooley on Taxation, 266): “All 
reasonable presumptions in construction should favor 
justice and right.” It is too clear for argumeut 
that equality in taxation is just and right. The 
Constitution has provided for no other system, hut 
has established a system, the foundation of which is 
taxation in proportion to values. 
Equalization in 
some form or other has been i¡art of every taxing 
system adopted in this country, and by it alone can 
taxation, in proportion to values, be approximated. 
If you do not uo3sess the power to equalize the 
assessments ma<le by the btate Board, then that 
power is not by the Constitution vested in any 
tribunal ; but power has been conferred upon th-.* 
State B<»ard by the wanton and unjust exercfee of 
w hich the most vital interest may be rendered value- 
1089. Said the Supreme Court of Illinois (44 Illinois, 
*234), in response to the assertion that as to railroad 
property the power to assess without review was 
vested in the Board of Assessors : “ Perilous in­ 
deed would be their condition, if these great inter­ 
ests were at the mercy of irres|'onsible men, bent, it 
may be, on inflicting injury* for w’hicli they could 
not atone,” and of the unrestricted and irresponsible 
exercise of a similar power claimed for the State 
Board, the Supreme Court of this State among other 
things—say (Wells, Fargo it Co. vs. State Board of 
Equalization), Sept. 18, 1880: 
“ If the State Board 
has such a power, it is unquestionably a tre­ 
mendous power. * 
* 
* 
That such a power 
readily 
lead to great abuses does not admit of 
doubt." And tbe Court denied the existence of such 
power. 
IRRESPONSIBLE POWER. 
That the vast and irresponsible power contended 
for would not be abused by the gentleman compos­ 
ing tbe present State Board of Equalization may 
be conceded. 
But that is not the question. Who 
can answer for their successors ? Woo can guaran­ 
tee that iu the future men of like judgment and 
integrity will be trusted with the exercise of this 
assumed power ? The power, in our judgment, has 
not been conferred upon the Board. The attempt 
even to exerciso it has prevented the collection of 
the taxes for tbe last fiscal year, and to a greater 
or less extent deranged the finances of the different 
counties. None of these things had happened for 
many years before, nor would they have occurred 
last year had the power of the County Boards been 
invoked to correct the inequalities and injustice 
complained of, and which has prevented tbe collec­ 
tion of any part of such taxes 
The right of a tax­ 
payer to be heard by a local board before his liabil­ 
ity has been fixed is one extremely dear to the 
American people. 
And it would require very clear language in the 
Constitution and laws to prove that such right was 
surrendered. There is no such language in our 
Constitution nor in eur laws. On tbo contrary, the 
former is filled with provisions looking to the se­ 
curity of the rights involved in local government. 
To i>>ards of Supervisors, the chief governing 
p-»wers in the subdivisions of tbe State, additional 
powers have been conferred and upon them greater 
d r• I- : -r. * 1

These light draperies are only in keeping 
during hot weather. 
Still a bed-room may 
look very fresh, cozy and dainty withou.t a 
scrap of muslin or glazed lining beyond 
the morsels required for the pretty pin­ 
cushion. 
In the first place try and realize 
that hangings of any sort are unnecessary, 
however pretty, and in case of illness have 
almost always to be got rid of. 
The lum­ 
bering old four-poster, with damask or 
moreen hangings, and its soft, smothery 
feather bed, has all but universally been 
replaced by the light modern bedstead 
with its spring mattress, while the hang­ 
ings have either dwindled to a small tester 
or vanished entirely. 
For curtains 


NOTHING LOOKS PRETTIER. 
Than the coarse striped woolen Algerian 
material to be procured at any depot for 
Moorish and Eastern gcods ; it looks bright 
and fresh, will bear thorough dusting, and, 
if really soiled, washes as well as any stuff 
known. 
The counterpane may be of two 
or three widths, as required, of this same 
material, edged with ball fringe, and suf­ 
ficiently long at sides and ends to hang be­ 
low the frame of the bedBtead an inch or 
two. 
If you prefer it your counterpane 
may be embroidered on strips of plain and 
colored sheetings, and finished off with 
coarse furniture lace instead of fringe. For 
your mantel valance you can have a row 
of Vandykes of the Algerine stuff, finishing 
each point with a bushy woolen tassel ; or 
again, you may have a straight stripe of 
crewel work, or a vandyked border of al­ 
ternate plain and colored sheeting, with a 
small spray of flowers on each plain Van­ 
dyke. W hatever you choose, don’t let your 
border be very deep, and by all means 
eschew fire-place curtains. 
The down 
draught of the chimney in any room Bhould 
never be prevented, but more especially 
not in a bed-room. 
The same objections 
apply to dressing-table hangings as to bed 
valances, though, naturally, on a smaller 
scale. 
Fortunately one meets more and 
more frequently now with the dressing- 
table made to match the rest of the furni­ 
ture and requiring nothing beyond a plain 
white cover. Of course this may vary from 
the plain marcella with its cotton fringe to 
the linen cloth edged with more or less 
costly lace and embroidery. 
If by chance 
you have a table of the old type positively 
requiring drapery, choose some material 
that, though evidently capable of reno­ 
vation at the hands of the laundress or 
professional cleaner, will require the pro­ 
cess as seldom as possible. 
Velvet and 
stuff are as out of place in an ordinary 
bed-room as muslin and lace, for at any 
rate the latter will wash should they be 
soiled. 
Nothing looks better for this pur­ 
pose than 
THE OLD-FASHIONED w niTE DIMITY, 
W ith bands of color (such as red Turkey 
twill, for example, which is as serviceable 
as the dimity). 
Still the pure white of 
this soon soils, and though easy enough to 
get up, where expense has to be studied 
the cost of it outweighs its daintiness. 
Workhouse sheeting, of the unbleached, 
creamy tint, mixed with colored sheeting 
to match the rest of the room, and either 
with or without embroidery, both looks 
and wears w ell; so do plain-colored sheet­ 
ings or Turkey twill, trimmed with coarse, 
creamy furniture lace. 
If tastefully ar­ 
ranged, any of these will make pretty and 
lasting drapery for the dressing table ; and 
with a pretty pin-cushion of muslin and 
lace, with Iiowb to match, and a small, 
fine, white diaper toilet cover, will be as 
effective and attractive as the most fastidi­ 
ous can wish. 
W here the time and money 
can be afforded, it is a good plan to havo a 
set of draperies, etc., for winter and an­ 
other for summer. For example, in winter 
have the striped Algerine material for cur­ 
tains, quilt, mantel valance, and, where 
necessary, for the dressing table. 
Then in 
summer change these for similar 
ones 
of 
unbleached 
sheeting 
embroidered 
and 
mixed 
with 
colored 
sheeting. 
For 
the 
embroidery, 
choose 
some 
good conventional pattern, and as much 
as possible have all your odds and ends, 
night-dress satchel, etc., to correspond. 
Peacock feathers, 
honeysuckle, 
chry­ 
santhemums, 
marguerites, convention­ 
alized 
and 
worked 
in 
outline 
in 
several shades of one color, all 
look 
well, and do not weary as colored flowers 
are apt to do, unless colored and drawn to 
perfection, which, alas ! all crewel work 
most certainly is not. 
Remember, your 
bedroom is not only the place in which you 
spend your nights and the time required 
for dressing — you 
may have to pass 
long, weary hours of sickness there ; so, 
although you need not in anticipation of 
this reduce it to the bareness and sim­ 
plicity necessary in a hospital ward, while 
making it 
. 
AS FRESH AND PRETTY 
As you can, try to have all things useful 
and in thoroughly good taste, th at when 
your nerves are unstrung by illness and 
pain you may not be fretted by queer 
shapes and still queerer combinations of 
color, which in health yon passed by un­ 
heeded or admired as “ the fashion.” Now 
for a few details. 
Hair brushes keep best 
and cleanest in the drawer of your toilet- 
table (the clean paper lining of which 
should be constantly renewed); but when 
there is no drawer, have a box either of 
Japanese lacquer (which a damp cloth 
cleans thoroughly), or a plain deal one, 
covered to match your night-dress case. 
This box should be large enough to allow 
of two divisions, one side for yonr hair 
brushes, th t other for your cloth and hat 
brush and shoe horn ; whilst strong, broad, 
elastic straps will keep your combs, hand­ 
glass, nail-scissors, button-hook, etc., firmly 
attached to the lid. 
Line this box with 
glazed twill lining—gray is the best— 
slightly wadded and fixed to the cardboard, 
made to fit the box exactly, so that it may 
be easily taken out, and the covering 
renewed. 
In 
the 
hair-brush 
division 
keep a small, 
fine 
towel 
(an 
old, 
soft towel, 
cat in 
four, 
is 
capital 
for this purpose) to rub your brushes 
on after using them. 
This keeps them 
clean and saves the incessant washing they 
otherwise require, and which always tends 
to spoil them, no matter how carefully 
done. 
This box is useful on a jonmey, if 
you do not possess a traveling bag, for in 
it you can pack your pincushion, your 
needle, thread and button-box, and all 
your little toilet-table accessories, and so 
have them all together at hand, instead of 
having each individual article to hunt for. 
TINY WHITE CHINA BASKETS 
So often seen as toilet tidies, are nice in 
many ways, but the absence of a lid hardly 
seems to fit them for this purpose, as the 
hair is so apt to get loose. 
More prefera­ 
ble to many will be the small Japanese 
boxes, with their tight-fitting lids, where 
the combings of your brush may be se­ 
curely placed, and which should be emp­ 
tied and the box dusted out by the maid 
each morning when she “ does o u t” the 
room. 
For washstand screens, the most 
serviceable are tbe wicker-work boxes, as 
they keep clean and fresh-looking, and by 
hooking on to the stand save nails in the 
wall. 
If these do not please, pieces of 
plain sheeting, with bands of color bang 
in rather full folds to a tiny rod, supported 
by nails at each end, look nice ; or they 


may be worked to match the rest of the 
furniture, and strained across plain, ^fasten­ 
ing them with strong drawing-pins. Screens 
made of thick cardboard, covered with 
strong wall-paper, made to simulate tiles, 
and well varnished, look fresh and nice, if 
you don’t mind the sham, and, at all events, 
they are easily renewed, and they last well 
and are easily kept clean with a damp 
cloth. 
A bath blanket to lay in front of 
the washstand is another most comfortable 
and even 
• 
PRETTY ADJUNCT. 
A yard square of white or gray felt or 
blanket (an ordinary blanket cut into three 
or four, according to whether the blanket 
has a striped edge or not), either bound 
with bright braid or buttonholed around, 
embroidered with a large bold spray, to 
match the rest, if possible, looks well, and 
is large enough for all useful purposes. 
Time and space alike would fail us to tell of 
the many little things one can make at but 
small cost, and which all add to the com­ 
fort and beauty of one’s room. 
Sachets 
for handkerchiefs, ties, collars and cuffs 
are pretty and nice at all times, but in 
traveling they are really comforts, as the 
flatter such articles can be packed the less 
room do they take and the better do they 
carry. 
Then again, wall pockets (of vari­ 
ous sizes, according to the contents they 
are intended to hold), combing jackets, 
dressing-gowns, night-gown cases, all these 
can be ornamented, and never look so 
pretty as when they seem to be a part of 
the room and to harmonize with the other 
things in it. 
Each individually may be 
beautiful and in perfect taste, and yet if 
they are all different they seem to miss the 
dainty perfection found in far similar speci­ 
mens which have one idea running through 
them, and harmonizing thoroughly with 
their snrronndings, seem to form a com­ 
plete whole and to be characteristic of and 
peculiar to their owner.

THE SUNDAY LAW DEBATE.

me to be almost the only journal in California 
that has moral courage enough to give all 
sides, in connection with all questions, a fair 
hearing. The Christian Church side is freely 
published by all your contemporaries where 
matters of said church are laid open to dis­ 
cussion, but refusing to give space to the re­ 
joinders from the opposite side. There haB 
arisen recently a furious madness concerning 
the better observation of the Sabbath.

To counteract this 
laxity, the church is endeavoring to create a 
pious furore for the holy day, and thus to re­ 
new the vitality of Borne of the laws which 
have been growing obsolete for the past sixty 
years. It appears that tbe crafty clergy of 
the day are endeavoring to sow the seeds of 
tyranny in the fresh and fertile soil cf the 
young giant State of California. They seem 
determined to fasten themselves upon the 
people by force of law. 
It is to be hoped 
that the people of this State will be wide 
enough awake at the next election to take 
away the legislative right from men who 
show Buch a disposition to mix up the 
affairs 
of 
Church * and 
State 
and 
to 
assist 
the 
clergy 
in 
tyrannizing 
over the minds and consciences of the com­ 
munity. The clergy are always very apt to 
lug in such men in legislative or judicial of­ 
fices as they can make tools of in warfare 
upon popular rights, and promise them in re­ 
turn the full sway of theii priestly influence 
in securing their political promotion. 
To 
save these Sabbath law-making Soions any 
further trouble in discussing the origin and 
design of the Sabbath, let them recall the 
fact that the Jewish Sabbath, which is the 
only one mentioned in the Bible that was 
ever given to ma-’, had its orgin 011 Mount 
Sinai, and was designed for the Jews, and for 
them alone, to whom it was distinctively and 
exe'usively addressed. The priests tell the 
people that Cod rested upon the seventh day 
and blessed it, and thus established a Sabbath 
in the commencement. But we have no ac­ 
count of any Sabbath till 2,000 years after­ 
wards ; and then it was not given to the 
world, but to the Jews, with a thousand 
other peculiar rites and ceremonies that no 
one has ever 
thought of 
applying to 
mankind at large. 
“ Cod rested on the 
seventh day,” they say, 
and 
therefore 
men 
should 
do 
so. 
But 
God 
also 
created the eaith, sun, moon and stars. 
Should man therefore do the same? Were I 
addressing Jews I should prove from the 
New Testament that the Sabbath was extin­ 
guished even as to them at the comiDg of 
Christ, who 
set 
it 
aside 
and 
after­ 
wards openly violated it; and one of his 
apostles particularly commands us as follows : 
“ Let no man therefore judge you in meats, 
or in drinks, or in reBpeet cf a holy day, or of 
the Sabbath.” The same apostle also says : 
“ One man esteemeth one day above another; 
another esteemeth every day alike ; let every 
man be fully persuaded of his own mind.” 
And the revisers of the New Testament could 
not find any authority at all for the “ strong­ 
hold ” of the Sabbath men as represented in 
the old version, Romans xiv., (i: “ And he 
that regardeth not the day, to the Lord he 
doth not regard it,” and therefore left it out. 
W hat authority do they have for its change 
from the seventh day to the first ? Can it be 
that people are so ignorant as not to know 
that there is not a particle of such authority 
in the Bible ? Certainly not, but people wish 
to be humbugged. 
Sunday was first observed as a holy 
day by by the Persian Sun-worshipers, 
the followers of Zoroaster. 
Its partial 
observance 
was 
first 
introduced 
into 
Europe by 
the 
Roman Emperor Con 
stantiue, in the third century ; although but 
little attention was ever paid to it elsewhere 
but in Asia, until the puritanic infection in 
troduced it into England in the sixteenth 
century. Such is the authority for the ob 
servance of Sunday as a Sabbath, and it is 
not pretended to be so observed at the pres 
ent day except by puritanic bigots in Great 
Britain and the United States. 
It is a gen' 
era] gala-day over the whole continent of 
Europe, and observed by every species of 
{wpnlar amusement. Although not a Bible 
Sabbath, it is by conventional custom a day 
of relaxation from ordinary vocations, and as 
such the most convenient day for religious 
meetings, which are properly enough held on 
that day—any other day wonld be as holy, 
but not as convenient for the purpose.

C hicago, July Sth.—A Washington special 
says : Secretary Blaine was met coming out 
of the White House at 1 o’clock by your 
correspondent, and in response to an inquiry 
said: “ The chances are decidedly on the 
President’s side to-day. There has not been 
an unfavorable symptom developed to-day— 
absolutely not one—and everything is pro­ 
gressing as well as we could expect. I think 
he will get through all right.” 
Dr. Bliss confirmed what the Secretary 
said, and added, “ The discharge this morn­ 
ing was small, about three drops in all, and 
entirely healthy. It came from around the 
mouth of the wound, and not from the inside. 
The indications are very favorable, and we 
see nothing to discourage us. He is steadily 
improving, and gaining strength. Secondary 
hemorrhage has not yet shown itself.” 
W ashington, J uly 8th—10 p. m.—The 
President’s condition is still favorable. He 
has passed a very comfortable afternoon, and 
has taken more nutriment than on any pre­ 
vious day.

N ew Y ork, July 8th.—G. F. Woeiishoffe 
gives $5,000 to the Garfield fund, which now 
amounts to 875,000. 
N ew Y ork, July 8th.—Subscriptions to 
Mrs. Garfield’s fund continue to pour in. J. 
S. Morían has subscribed .*5,000, as also John 
H. Dean and Moses Taylor. 
Beecher on the Washington Tragedy. 
N ew Y ork, July 8th.—Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, at the prayer meeting to-night, re­ 
ferring to the attempt to assassinate the Pres­ 
ident, said : In the history of this country 
there never has been such a week of prayer 
as this last, and I hope the families of this 
Christian Church have been united in that 
prayer for the President ; and now, when 
from day to day wo have been cheered with 
growing hope.-, and to-day cheered more and 
more, I hope the brethren will not fail to give 
thanks to God for the benefit received. The 
nation was for a moment in the condition of 
the child that wakes at midnight and cries 
for its nurse or mother, and finds neither of 
them. There would have been great incon­ 
venience if his life had been taken, and it 
would have shaken the Government and the 
nation. It is strange that a man who had just 
gone through so many dangers on the battlefield 
ehoulJ, after so many years, have been strick­ 
en by the hand of an assassin in the rnidst of 
security and peace. The deed has horrified 
all parties, sects and denominations. There 
were no partisans, no sectarians and no di­ 
visions of sentiment among the people. We 
were in the midst of political juggling, which 
1 regard as one of the moBt unfortunate, and 
I may say disgraceful, things 1 have ever 
known. The whole difficulty lies in this : 
Who shall have the plunder. The Repnbli 
can party, which carried the nation through 
the struggle, is now a band of Roman soldiers 
aitting on the ground throwing dice to see 
who would have a snare of the Saviour’s gar­ 
ments. Liberty was imperiled for the sake 
of party plunder. Guitteau should be the 
subject of penal action. We have no use for 
such a man any longer. His liberty should 
no longer be permitted. He should be con­ 
fined for life under rigid control. 
G n itteaa's S anity. 
New York, July 8th.—The Triune prints 
a letter from one of the most eminent jurists 
and public men in this country, reviewing the 
circumstances of Guitteau’s crime, and con­ 
cluding : “ His act has all the attributes of 
crime, and we may say negatively that he is 
not a lunatic.” 
Wliat G ulltau's .11other-ln-Lavr Has to 
Say. 
Chicago, July 3th.—Mrs. M. J. Bunn, 
mother-in-law of Guitteau. has been an in­ 
mate of the Old People’s Home a cumber of 
years, and yesterday furnished a reporter 
with soma information of Guitteau’B rela­ 
tion with her daughter. It was in the fall of 
1870 that Anna Bunn became first acquainted 
with this notorious adventurer, although at 
home she knew him only as an eccentric 
young lawyer, with great aspirations but no 
income. Charles was greatly attached to her 
vlanghter, and his relations were very anxious 
that he should marry, thinking it would have 
a beneficial influence on his wandering nature. 
He was married in Chicago, and it resulted 
very unhappily. He proved himself of a 
proud snd jealou3 disposition, which 
several times found vent in beating 
his wife. 
They had bnt one child, 
who did not survive his domestic tyranny. 
Because of his outrageous treatment they 
separated, and not because of his poverty; 
and although he never made any effort to 
support her, but drifted aimlessly from city 
to city, he knew sho was a true wife, and 
grieved fora year and a half like a child after 
the divorce. 'Guitt au never displayed any 
settled ambition other than his wild passion 
for declaiming on religious tapies. The only 
time his mental aberration took a violent 
form was when he assaulted his sister, M rs. 
Scoville, some years ago, with an ax, in Wis­ 
consin. His father had a brother who died 
in a lunatic asylum in 1S60, although this fact 
was generally kept as secret as possible. 
Guitteau’s former wife has since married a 
young planter in Ijeadville, but previous to 
this second marriage, which has proved a 
happy one, she taught school encce-.-dully for 
years in Boulder, Col. Since the ssparatb n 
tie wretch d man runk lower and lower in 
sc iety. He has at last succeeded in making 
uimseif infamously infamous. 
Story of f.ulllinu'. D lvorred Wire. 
D e n v e r (Col.). July 8 th .—The Leadville 
Chronicle this afternoon contains an interview 
with Mrs. Theodore Punsmire. the divorced 
wife of Charles J. Guitteau. She was mar­ 
ried to Dunsmire at Boulder, Cob, in 1878, 
and is now residing in this city. She showed 
the decree of divorce granted in 1874 on the 
ground of adultery, allowing her alimony, 
and prohibiting Guitteau from marrying uu- 
til her death. She says he was very cruel to 
her from the time of their marriage ; that 
when he was a member of Henry Ward 
Beecher’s chnrch he would lead in prayer, 
. and as soon as the meeting was dismissed tell 
her of some of his swindling schemes; that 
when given a note to collect for a client he 
would turn over only half the collection, and 
report that it was impossible to collect the re­ 
mainder. Gnitteau’s father is Cashier of the 
First National Bank of Freeport. Ill, While 
in New York Guitteau got to spending 
all his money and time at fast houses, 
and finally told her that sho would have to 
support herself. She went to Saratoga and 
remained two months. On her return she 
fonnd that Guitteau had a loathsome disease. 
His friends discovered the fact, and urged 
her to get a divorce, which sho did. She was 
afterward a clerk in the Treasury Depart­ 
ment at Washington. He never paid any 
alimony. Last February she received a note 
from Guitteau, requestirg permission to re­ 


marry. She answered, saying that permis­ 
sion would be granted on the payment of 
$100. He wrote again, saying he had no 
money, but was about to marry a wealthy 
lady, and would pay the money as soon as 
married. To this she paid no attention. 
She thinks the attempt to assassinate the 
President was simply prompted by his mor­ 
bid desire for notoriety, for which be would, 
she thinks, give his life. 
liultteau's Impudence. 
Washington, July 8th.—The State De­ 
partment has an interesting correspondence, 
which it proposes to make public as soon as 
the existing excitement is somewhat allayed. 
It covers a number of long letters and short 
no'es, written by Guitteau to Secretary 
Blaine and Assistant Secretary Hill, respect­ 
ing foreign appointments which he desired. 
The first two or three relate to the Austrian 
mission, and are couched in respectful lan­ 
guage. The rest are filled with impudent 
familiarities, one of which reads as follows : 
My Dear Blaine: Garfield leaves this thing en­ 
tirely in your hands. He puts entire confidence in 
vour discretion. If Kasson don't want to leave 
Vienna, I won't insist upon roy request for it. I’ll 
take the Consulate-General at Paris. Yours, 
CHAS. J. GUITTEAU. 
The New Y ork " H erald " on G u itteau . 
New York, July 8tb.—Discussing Guit­ 
teau’s crime and its punishment, the Herald 
asks, How would flogging do ’ If some of 
these pistol-shooting ruffians, who go about 
committing homicides for notoriety, could be 
well fl igged, it would do them good. If Guit­ 
teau could have twenty stripeB a week for a 
year or so as a part of his punishment, it 
would make President-shooting very un­ 
popular. 
Guitteau Repudiated. 
W ashington, July 8th.—A citizen of 
Freeport, III., telegraphs Blaine that the 
people of that place, realizing the odium of 
Guitteau’s having formerly resided there, 
hope and pray that God in His goodness may 
restore the President to health, and to a lov­ 
ing country. They also send a tender tribute 
to Mrs. Garfield, and say the community 
deeply sympathize with the family of the late 
L. W. Guitteau, whose standing is second to 
none in Freeport. 
No .M ystrry lu th e Case. 
W ashington, July 8th.—Chief Brooks, of 
the Secret Service Division, w io investigated 
the assassination, to see if Guitteau had any 
confederates, said to-day: “ Our investiga­ 
tions are about over. We looked over the 
whole field. Thera is really nothing that 
has been published in the case, except the 
name of the nnfortunate gentleman, who, 
through mistaken benevolence, lent Guitteau 
money, believicg it was to help him pay his 
board. They would probably be of no im­ 
portance to any one. Except that the gen­ 
tleman himself were to make it public, it 
would ba doing a great wrong. People are 
so apt to discredit what a man says or does.” 
“ Do yon think fr¿m your examination of 
Guitteau that he is insane ?” 
“ He is an eccentric man, a man who would 
be fanatical about any Bubject he might dab­ 
ble in. He would go to extremes. I do not 
think that anything he said to me indicates 
irrationality. He is as sane as any man. 
An insane man, a monomaniac, rather, 
excites one’s Dity. He excites antagonism. 
One’s disposition is to argue with him. 
When one advances an argument that bi files 
him. he teems to realize that position is un­ 
tenable, and patiently says, 11 don’t want to 
argue with you; you can’t convince me. and 
I can’t change ynnr views.’” “ There is 
really no mystery about the case,” said Major 
Brooks. “As I stated, the newspapers have 
printed everything about it. They have got 
everything in some way. As for Guitteau's 
past career, the newspaper reporters seem to 
have found all about that.”

N ew Y ork, July 8th.—The Tribune says : 
Three European Bteamships landed 2,54ti 
immigrants at Castle Garden yesterday. 
Among 1,076 on the Guion steamship Wy­ 
oming were 785 Mormon converts, of whom 
C0‘J were Scandinavians and the others from 
England, Scotland and Wales. They were 
accompanied by nineteen Mormon mission­ 
aries who have been about two years abroad 
in Bearch of proselytes. The converts are 
mostly families of all ages, the men generally 
being mechanics or farmers. They will be 
forwarded to Salt Lake by a special train on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to-day, and upon 
their arrival will be distributed throughout 
the Territory, many of them having friends 
already there. Hart, the Mormon agent, 
stated yesterday that most of the people had 
belonged to the Church for many years. He 
said polygamy was not contemplated by 
them. It was a matter left to their own dis­ 
cretion. Of the 300 who arrived recently 
there were not ruere than a dozen of mar­ 
riageable age. Two more companies ol Mor­ 
mons will follow this year.

WHAT THE PAPERS SAY. 


The Trouble at Montreal. 
M ontreal, July Sth.—Thursday evening 
the longshoremen turned ont 700 strong, and 
had a procession along the wharves. Last 
night they held a mass meeting in Papineau 
Square, ami after having been spoken to by 
some leaders they formed in procession ar.d 
marched to the river, shouting, “ Clear the 
wharves !” Tbe police were quickly warned 
of the attack, and when the crowd arrived at 
the steamship Lake Manitoba they were 
turned at the point of the bayonet, ibey 
then left the wharf for the streets above. 
Passing on they attacked tnesteamship Teuto­ 
nia, of the Dominion line, and after exchang­ 
ing shot* with the police were driven upon the 
levee wall. The Riot Act was read, the 
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Yreka Journal: Strong measures should 
be adopted to stop this mania for assassina­ 
tion, which has taken off Abraham Lincoln, 
onr most revered and honored President, 
elected by an overwhelming majority, and 
now threatening to take away the able and 
popular JameB A. Garfield. 
Oakland Tribune: The very first angry 
shout of universal humanity is—he ought 
to die. But if he is insane ? Then such 
insanity is too dangerous to live 1 There 
is too much method in his malignity ; he is 
not insane, say many wise men. Heredity 
has made him but a fraction of a man. 
To-day a fraud, to morrow a fanatic ; but 
all the time enough of reason and con­ 
science to be responsible for his act’. Men 
can never agree upon the question of the 
eanity or insanity of Buch a man. 
People's Came: Guitteau should be hung 
as high as llaman, and no man should for 
a moment entertain the thought that he is 
more of a crazy lunatic than thousands of 
others in the land. Furthermore, auymari 
who apologizes for or attempts to excuse 
the bloody deed should be viewed with 
suspicion as an enemy of the people, and 
the would-be destroyer of the nation’s 
freedom and liberties. Hang a few such 
zealots as Guitteau without Judge or jury 
and the political atmosphere of the nation 
would become purer. 
There seems, says the Colusa Sun, to be 
“ corners” all around against the farmers. 
There is a corner on sackB, a corner on 
ships, and a comer to keep the price of 
grain down generally. During the last 
year farmers have gotten used to low 
prices, and hence will not have the back­ 
bone they had twelve months ago ; but if 
they had the backbone to hold on it would 
drop the price of freight materially. If the 
farmers could refuse to load the ships now 
here or on the way at any such exorbitant 
prices as 80 shillings the price would come 
down. 
Grass Valley Union: The attempt to 
take the life of the President, whether at­ 
tended with a fatal result or not, shows to 
the American people the necessity of pro­ 
viding some protection that may be ef­ 
ficient in preserving the incumbent of that 
high office of the personal danger with 
which he is jeopardized. Some will see in 
the recent event reasons for a stronger gov­ 
ernment, in which the military arm shall 
be prominent, if not dominant; an idea 
that has been held by no inconsiderable 
number of the people since the close of the 
war. Others would suggest a military 
body-guard who at all times would hedge 
in the President from personal harm. But' 
either of these precautions would be such 
a radical departure from the theory and 
practice of the Government through all the 
years of its history that they would not 
meet the purpose satisfactorily if a repub­ 
lic in name and fact is to be maintained. 
The same journal adds that a good plan 
would be to divide or distribute the Presi­ 
dential responsibility, as to lessen the lia­ 
bility of attack npon him. 
There is a story, of no very ancient date, 
of a servant girl who came to see her 
spiritual adviser, and informed him that 
sho considered herself a converted charac­ 
ter. The minister asked her by wbat 
signs she was aware of the inward change 
she spoke of. She replied that she now 
swept ont all the corners of the rooms in­ 
trusted to her care. On being further 
questioned as to the performance of 
her daily duties, it soon became ap­ 
parent that there was still great 
room for 
improvement 
in matters 
of cleanliness ; so she was told to go home, 
to be still more conscientious, and to re­ 
turn at no distant period, when she could 
report further progress in the reformation 
that had just begun, and then she might 
be admitted to a full participation of churoh 
privileges.—[The Contemporary Review.

The Board of Education has resolved not to 
cut down the teachers' salaries, though re­ 
trenchment in other lines is being discussed 
in order to bring the ex;>enses of the Depart­ 
ment within the sum allowed under the new 
appropriation. 
Registrar Tharp and Chief Deputy Walter 
Holmes are at present puzzling their brains 
with the intricate financial question of how 
the expenses of the coming campaign may be 
paid with the $19,000 estimated by Auditor 
Dunn, whereas the expenditures required by 
law equal or exceed $25,000. 
It has been arranged by the committee of 
French citizens having in charge the Four­ 
teenth of July celebration, that Governor 
Perkins shall deliver the English oration, 
Daniel Levy the French, and that M. V. 
Papini shall speak for the Swiss. The deco­ 
rations, etc., at Woodward’s Gardens will 
be extensive and elaborate. 
Cornelius W. Morton, the traveling com­ 
panion of the San Diego Tichborne, who was 
convicted of petty larceny, was sentenced by 
Judge Rix yesterday to pay a fine of $60, or 
in default to suffer thirty days’ imprisonment. 
As Morton’s credit is poor and his exchequer 
depleted he will be compelled to undergo the 
alternative sentence. This will afford Sir 
Roger a chance to pay San Francisco his 
promised visit without incurring the danger 
of suffering bodily injury from his whilom 
comrade. 
The Territorial Pioneers of California have 
elected the following officers to serve for the 
ensuing year: President, William T. Gar- 
ratt; First Vice-President, William Pear­ 
son ; Second Vice-President, Matt.

The contest over the License Collectorship 
ha3 not yet been determined. The present 
incumbent, R. H. Sinton, whose term of ap­ 
pointment expired on July 1st, still retains 
the position by sufferance of the Supervisors. 
The Mayor, Auditor and Treasurer on Tues­ 
day night last were prepared to submit to 
the Suuervisors for ratification the name of 
John Parnell, but owing to small attendance 
of members the name was withheld until the 
next meeting of the Board, when it will be 
submitted. The name of D. R. McNail ¡8 
also mentioned as in the field for the position. 
The first meeting of the Young Men’s 
Christian Society since the renovation of the 
building was held Thursday evening, there 
being a very large attendance of members 
and invited friends of the organization. The 
improvements observable in the various de­ 
partments of the edifice were complimented 
by those present, and the ladies through 
whose indefatigable zeal the work of renova­ 
tion was rendered possible were the recipi­ 
ents of unstinted commendation. The rooms 
are very neatly and tastefully furnished, and 
present an appearance of thorough comfort in 
marked contrast with that of former years. 
A programme of interesting exercises was 
carried out. 
At a meeting of the San Francisco Yacht 
Club, Messrs. Coolidge, Eldridge and Fol- 
lansbee were appointed a Committee of Ar­ 
rangements for the regatta of 1881, which 
takes place on the 6th proximo. One hun­ 
dred dollars was appropriated by the club for 
purchasing flags for prizes. Arrange.»ents 
wera also discussed for a race on the 17th of 
September, in which members are to sail 
their own boats. The prizes will be flags, 
and tho club will allow in the race eight 
members to sail schooners, five to sail sloops 
and yawls, and three to sail plungers. The 
races are to be over the new course and under 
new rules for time allowance, one minute for 
difference in mean length. 
The Coroner’s jury in the case of Herman 
Becker killed last Sunday by N. Hochguertel 
has by majority rale found the man was 
killed in self-defense. A minority found de­ 
fendant committed manslaughter. The testi­ 
mony went to show that the two had a dis­ 
pute in regard to some oysters which Becker 
was opening, when Becker called his em­ 
ployer an obscene name. Th¡3 angered Hcch- 
guertel, who ordered him to leave, and sent 
for a Chinaman to take his place. Becker, 
who was under the influence of liquor, re­ 
peated the vile expression, and stabbed his 
employer in the head and left shoulder. 
Becker was about to stab him again, when be 
picked up a knife acd struck a blow which 
caused death in fifteen minutes. 
The Executive Committee of the Demo­ 
cratic County Committee held a secret session 
Tnnrsday night. A committee from the Man­ 
hattan Club, whose candidates for the Demo­ 
cratic Convention were detsated at the recent 
Democratic primary, presented a proteet 
from that body, demanding representation in 
the Convention, and charging that the Yo- 
semite Club and its allies had at the recent 
election succeeded in carrying the day by re­ 
peating and other methods of fraud unknown to 
the honest voter. What action was taken by 
the Executive Committee upon the protest 
was not officially divulge! by that body, but 
it was eemi-officially announced that the re­ 
port of the committee would bo against allow­ 
ing the Manhattan any representation in the 
Convention. 
Within the past few days direot informa­ 
tion has been received from Frank Braga, tha 
abscondiif; Secretary of the Portuguese Be­ 
nevolent Society, who fled from this city sev­ 
eral weeks ago, taking with him the money 
and mining stock intruBtcd to him by a num­ 
ber of his countrymen, who had full confi­ 
dence in him. The information is in the 
shape 'of two letters, bearing date New York, 
June 25th, and addressed to Joaquin Coelho, 
the President of the Society, and the other 
to his barkeeper. One of these ontaiued 
$60 in currency and stock, mostly “ wild­ 
cat,” valued in the aggregate at 81,100. In 
the letter containing this. Braga directed that 
$30 should be paid to bis barkeeper, being 
balance of wages due; that the remaining $30 
should be paid to Manuel Lavarino, and that 
forty shares of Yellow Jacket, twenty shares 
of Opliir and ten shares of Belcher should be 
returned to Joseph Francis. One hundred 
shares of Best & Belcher, which Francis had 
given to liraga in trust, were not returned. 
In the letter Braga announced that he never 
would have become a defaulter if it had not 
been for acting upon the advice of certain 
men, whose names he mentions. He also an­ 
nounced that on the following day he would 
set sail for Brazil. From the best advices 
obtainable, it is now stated that the amount 
of Braga’s defalcation exceeds $100,000. 
The report of F. B. Perkins, tho Librarian 
of the Public Library, shows that the number 
of volumes added during the last month was 
1,622. making a total cow of 27,919, and a 
grand total of 30,000 volumes, with books not 
yet entered but in the building and belonging 
to the library. There were present 21,909 
males and 10.137 female visitors ; total 
32,046. Tbe daily average attendance in 
thirty open days was 1,068; the largest, 
1,378, on the 6:h. and the smallest, 483, on 
tbe 12th ultimo. Tbe whole number of bor­ 
rowers’ cards issued was 10,400, The total 
circulation was 27.447, a dailv average of 
915; the largest circulation, 1,174, having 
been on the 25th. and the smallest, 467, on 
the day after. The number of bo. .ks in use 
throughout the citv on any one given day in 
Jane was about 4,500. A table accompany­ 


ing the report shows that in two years the 
library had been opened 672 days, closed en­ 
tirely 75, and for outside circulation during all 
of the first year, and also, for fear cf small-pox, 
daring 53 days of November and December 
last Daring these 672 days the library re­ 
ceived 607,567 visits, and delivered for use 
571.010 books and periodicals, besides the 
quite extensive nse of the newspaper gallery, 
which is not recorded. By years, these totals 
divide : First year’s visitors, 220,912; sec­ 
ond, 386,655 ; books used, first year, 216,129, 
and second, 354.881. The whole growth of 
the library itself and of its use during two 
years may be summed up from about 6,000 
volumes (at the opening) to about 30,000; 
from an average attendance of about 19,000 a 
month to about 37,000, and from an average 
book delivery of about 17,000 a month to 
about 34,000. The increase of the monthly 
ave.ages in the second year were, first year, 
25,083, and books delivered, 19,648; second, 
32.221, and 29,573. The largest attendance, 
2,062, was on Saturday evening, Fehruary 
19th, and the largest book delivery, 2,092, on 
the 5th of the same month.
